ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 9, — 
The libel case in which Robert 
Wadlow, the Alton (Il.) giant, 
seeks damages of $100,000 from Dr. 
Charles Dean Humberd of Barn- 
ard, Mo., developed into a battle of 
giants today when the defense 
called two other giants as witnesses. 

The defense opened its case with 
testimony by Glenn Hyder, Kan- 
sas City, 40-year-old retired circus 
giant. Hyder, who is slightly more 
than 7 feet tall, as compared to 
Wadlow’s height of 8 feet 8 inches, 
testified Dr. Humberd had been 
his friend for six years and that 
he never had found that the phy- 
sician held any malice toward 
giants. In fact, he said, the phy- 
sician had a sympathetic attitude. 
He called Dr. Humberd “one of the 
great scholars in the world and an 


outstanding authority of giantism, 
the best in the country today.” 


Wadlow “Not Friendly.” 


Taller than Hyder but more than 
a foot shorter than Wadloew, the 
next defense witness was 7-foot 6- 
inch Jack Earle of El Paso, Tex., a 
giant with Barnum & Bailey and 
Ringling Brothers’ Circus. Earle 
told of meeting Wadlow in New 
York several years ago. He said 
that the Alton youth was not 
friendly but only said “hello” and 
“good-by” during the half hour 
they were together. I asked him, 
‘How’s the weather up there?’” 
said Earle, “but he didn’t answer 
me.,”’ 

Earle said Dr. Humberd was a 
very serious student and told the 
jury, “I'm a freak. I used to be 
the largest man in the world until 
Wadlow passed me.” 

The next witness was Roger’ 
Saunders, 22, now the doorman of 
the Morrison Hotel in Chicago and 
a former resident of St. Louis. 

Saunders told of an occasion 
several years ago when Wadlow 
was at the Lambert air field at 
St. Louis, selling tickets for air- 
plane rides. “I asked for permis- 
sion to take his photograph and 
he said I could if I paid 50 cents,” 
Saunders said. “I was just a 
schoolboy and I didn’t have any 
pocket money, so I decided to take 
the picture anyway. After I took 
it he called me over and then 
struck me with his fist, knocking 
me 10 feet.” 

On cross-examination he said the 
blow had not knocked him off his 
feet. 


Relative Says Wadlow Was Shy. 


Another defense witness was Dr. 
E. E. Wadlow of St. Joseph, who 
said his grandfather was a brother 
of Robert Wadlow’s grandfather. 
He said he visited Robert Wadlow’s 
home in 1928 and at that time he 
found Robert was shy. He testified 
to Dr. Humberd’s reputation as an 
authority on giantism. 

It was indicated the defense tes- 
timony would end tomorrow. 

The suit is being tried before a 
jury in United States District 
Court, with Judge Merrill E, Otis 
presiding. 

The final witness yesterday as 
the plaintiff's attorneys wound up 
their testimony was Wadlow, who 
is 21 years old. Seated in a large 
chair improvised for him, he testi- 
fied that an article about him in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association “greatly shocked 
and hurt me” and “made me cry.” 
The article, written by Dr. Hum- 
berd, is the basis of the suit. 

Speaking in a voice audible 
throughout the courtroom, Wadlow 
told of his life and of his various 
visits to the Barnes Hospital in St. 
Louis. He said he was about 11 
years old at the time of his first 
trip there, 


Afraid at First. 


“T had heard a lot about hos- 
pitals,” Wadlow said, “and I was 
scared. I objected to almost 


g)everything they wanted to do. I 


had heard of X-ray burns and I 
was afraid they would burn me. 
They took blood tests, too, and I 
didn’t like that either. I didn’t 
like to have them jab needles, four 
inches long, into me.” 

Later, however, the giant con- 
tinued, grinning, “I found out what 
it was all about and I didn’t mind 
going there. The doctor gave me a 
penknife, and I liked that.” 

He went into details about Dr. 
Humberd’s visit to his home and 
said he permitted the physician 
to measure his height, the long 
bones in his arms and legs 
and the width of his shoulders. At 
this point his mother and father 
objected to further measurements, 
the giant said. 


Chief Contact Is With Crowds. 


When cross-examined, Wadlow/ 
said he could not tell if Dr. Hum- 
berd’s article had caused people 
to avoid him. “Most of my con- 
tacts with people are with large 
crowds and I wouldn't know wheth-/ 
er one person held me in con- 
tempt,” he explained. 

He testified that he made a liv-

SUIT FOR $200,000 
FLED IN CRASH OF 
CAVALIER’ PLANE 


Woman Survivor Whose 
Husband Lost His Life 


Seeks Damages From 
British Imperial Airways. 


30 NEGLIGENT ACTS 
BY LINE CHARGED 


Firm Is Asked in One of 
104 Questions Whether 
Flying Boat Captain Was 
Hysteria Victim. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 9.—Theo- 
dore Iserman, attorney, said to- 
day he had filed suit for Mrs. Kath- 
erine Miller of Lincoln, Neb., one 
of the survivors of the wreck of 


the flying boat Cavalier, asking for 
damages of $200,000 for the death 
of her husband, Donald Walters 
Miller, 

The suit in admiralty is accom- 
panied by 104 _ interrogations, 
one of which asks British Imperial 
Airways whether the Cavalier’s cap- 
tain, M. R. Alderson, suffered from 
hysteria. It was filed in United 
States District Court for the 
Southern District of New York. 
British Imperial operated the New 
York-Bermuda plane which plunged 
into the Atlantic Ocean Jan. 21 
with the loss of three lives. Ten 
persons aboard it were found float- 
ing in the sea next day by a tanker. 

In addition to the $200,000, Mrs. 
Miller asks for compensation for 
the loss of baggage, which she 
values at $1109.50. 

Move to Fix Responsibility, 

“The purpose of the suit,” said 
: “ia to fix responsibility 
for the accident and compel over- 
ocean foreign airlines operating 
out of American ports to provide 
the same safety measures as Amer- 
ican-owned companies.” 

The suit alleges 30 acts of negli- 
gence by the airline. Mrs. Miller 
asserts Imperial Airways failed to 
equip the plane with proper car- 
buretor de-icers and proper gauges 
in the cockpit to indicate danger- 
ous fuel temperatures, give warn- 
ing of impending disaster, distribute 
life preservers, or instruct the pas- 
sengers in their use. 

She alleges further that the com- 
pany did not properly dispatch 
the plane from its base at Port 
Washington, N. Y., and the plane 
failed to turn back when it was 
advisable or to determine the posi- 
tion of a rescue vessel. 

The interrogatories ask for a 
complete description of the circum- 
stances of the accident and the 
conduct of the crew, specifically 
questioning the company on Capt. 
Alderson’s state of mind during the 
accident and whether “hysteria” 
incapacitated him. 

Refusal of Aid Alleged. 

Other allegations made by Mrs. 
Miller are that after her husband 
was struck by a wing of the plane 
and hurt so that he could not save 
himself, the officers and members 
of the crew “failed and refused to 
go to his assistance” although she 
sought their aid. 

One interrogatory asks, “Is it 
not a fact that the airmen failed 
and refused to assist the plaintiff 
in succoring Donald Walters Miller, 
although requested to do so by one 
or more other passengers?” 
Another question is whether it 
was not true that the Captain told 
the passengers after the plane 
struck the water that it was “every 
man for himself.” 

Mrs. Miller’s suit relates that 
the Cavalier took off from Port 
Washington on the morning of Jan. 
21 notwithstanding unfavorable 
weather conditions which were 
known, or should have been known, 
to the defendants. 

The forced landing, the suit as- 
serts, was due to the “unseaworthi- 
ness, unairworthiness and-or the 
negligent maintenance, manage- 
ment, operation and control of the 
Cavalier.” 

Miller, it is charged, received no 
life preserver or instructions on 
how to use one, but was ordered 
to take to the open sea without 
proper protection. 

Additional Questions. 
Another question seeks to fix the 
identity of the person responsible 
for the takeoff. Others seek offi- 
cial arzswers to questions as to 
whether the Cavalier encountered 
adverse weather conditions and, 
if so, where and when. 

The plaintiff asks at what alti- 
tude the ship encountered rain, ice, 
snow or sleet, and if or where it 
met a cold bank of air; how soon 
it sank after hitting the water; 


atid whether passengers were not 
forbidden to adjust the life pre- 
servers before the landing. 

“Mrs. Miller has been offered a 
settlement,” said her attorney, “but 
she feels acceptance of it would 
not produce a public benefit. She 
wants to insure abolition of the

SCHEME TO OUTFIT 
MEXICAN SOLDIERS 
QUTLINED IN TRIAL 


Witness Says N. H. Wheel- 
er Proposed Selling 150,- 
000 Uniforms When Oil 
Plan Was Turned Down 


LARGE RETURN WITH 
SMALL INVESTMENT 


Photographer Declares 
Next Offer Was Chance 
to Get $1 for Each Tour- 
ist Below Rio Grande. 


When Nathaniel H. Wheeler 
failed to interest a prospective in- 
vestor in his scheme for exploiting 


the promoter proposed he join in a 
lucrative deal for the sale of 150,- 
000 uniforms to the Mexican army, 
it was testified today in Wheeler's 
mail fraud trial before a jury in 
United States District Judge Jobn 
Caskie Collet’s court. 

The witness who told of Wheel- 
er’s offer, Harry Seitz, a Decatur 
(Ill.) photographer, said the pro- 
moter had a third attractive ven- 
ture to suggest, a vague plan for a 
tourist bureau which, with the con- 
nivance of President Cardenas and 
a Senator related to the President, 
would yield them one dollar for 
each visitor to Mexico, 

For all of Wheeler’s persuasive 
talk of large returns for little in- 
vestment, the witness said, he 
didn’t put up any money and 
Wheeler finally gave him’ a “re- 
ceipt” for $1000, purporting to be 
a note from “The Latin-American 
Investmént Co.,” in return for the 
photographer’s agreement to intro- 
duce some of his friends to Wheel- 
er, 


Received Several Letters. 

Seitz related he and Wheeler met 
late in 1936, when the promoter 
came to his studio to get some pic- 
tures of himself in riding clothes 
copied. Wheeler expressed pleasure 
with the work, wrote him several! let- 
ters later from California and Mex- 
ico and came back to see him a 


year later to propose Seitz invest 
in his company. 


At that time, the witness contin- 
ued, Wheeler turned quickly from 
the oi] and mining scheme and 
told of the tourist bureau idea, ex- 
plaining that Cardenas and his rel- 
ative were interested and could pre- 
vent any other Government offi- 
cials from investigatirg the enter- 
prise, 


When it appeared that the pho- 
tographer was unimpressed by this 
proposal, Wheeler launched into a 
description of the army uniform 
venture, which he said had to be 
kept quiet, because President Car- 
denas was involved, Seitz went on. 
The net profit on the deal would 
be $1,800,000, or $12 a uniform, 
which the Cardenas group and 
Wheeler’s associates would divide 
equally, the witness said. 

Another witness today, J. W. 
Fairbairn, coal dealer of Galesburg, 
Ill., said he resisted Wheeler’s sales- 
manship for a while but finally 
paid $1000 a year ago to an asso- 
ciate of Wheeler .who identified 
himself as Wilialm Uphoff. None of 
the money has been returned, he 
said. 

When Wheeler asked if he 
thought he could contribute $10,000 
and he replied that he might, the 
promoter showed great interest and 
suggested that he ought to go to 
Mexico and meet President Car- 
denas, Fairbairn continued, 


Says He Put Up $250. 


R. B. Reed of Clayton, whose 
complaint led to Wheeler’s arrest, 
related that both times he visited 
Wheeler in a downtown hotel here 
the promoter got a telephone call 
which he said was from an associ- 
ate in Mexico. After the first one, 
when Wheeler said the man in Mex- 
ico reported funds were needed at 
once to finance the trip of a Gov- 
ernment inspector to the oil fields, 
he put up $250. 

On the second occasion, Reed 
went on, he was introduced to the 
man on the telephone, who con- 
gratulated him on being “in on 
the proposition” and expressed anx- 
iety that he come to Mexico soon 
for a visit. 

He testified he met Wheeler last 
March. Wheeler, he said, identified 
himself as president of the Latin- 
American Investment Co. and said 
Reed could be vice-president if he 
provided some capital.

TO BUILD PLANES 


Air Secretary Predicts Force 
Will Total 2250 Ships 
by April 1: 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 9.—Air Secre- 
tary Sir Kingsley Wood told Par- 
liament today that the empire's 
first-line air strength would reach 
2250 planes by April 1. He made 
the disclosure in asking for ap- 
proval of the $1,000,000,000 air force 
bill for 1939, 

He said 1750 planes were in the 
home force fleet while 500 formed 
the overseas air force. The figures, 
however, did not mention the fleet 
air arm—naval air force—estimat- 
ed at 500 planes. 

He declared there was every 
prospect that the figure of 2370 
planes promised last May for the 
home air force alone would be 
reached within the scheduled time 
limit, March 31, 1940. 

Sir Kingsley said Britain’s spend- 
ing pace was no less than £250,000 
($1,250,000) a day on the manufac- 
ture of airplanes alone. 

The secretary said air personne] 
already was almost 100,000 com- 
pared with a planned total of 102,- 
000. 
His estimates provided for three 
new air commands to be created 
during the year—maintenance, bal- 
loon and reserve. Sir Kingsley also 
announced that 35 companies of 
R, A. F. auxiliary territorial] service 
for women were being formed,

All exits from Madrid wéfe guard- 
ed by Gen. Jose Miaja’s Republican 
forces. 

With a powerful Nationalist army 
arrayed for an assault just outside 
the Republican capital, Miaja called 
his regular forces from Madrid's 
trenches to crush Communists per- 
sisting in resistance to the defense 
council within the city. 

Troops Called From East. 

The council troops called 
from the eastern zone had taken a 
rebel force from the rear on the 
Madrid-Valencia road about six 
miles from the capital.

Salaries of Judges and commission- 
ers of the Supreme Court and of | 
the three Courts of Appeals were | 
increased today in a bill passed by} 
the Legislature, those of the Su-| 
preme Court from $7500 to $10,000 
a year and those of the Courts of | 
Appeals from $6000 to $8500. 

In increasing the salaries, the 
Legislature used the subterfuge of 
extra compensation for the Judges 
as members of a commission to 
prepare the syllabi of opinions and 
to designate which opinions should 
be published in the State reports. 

Salaries of Supreme Court Judges 
are fixed by the Constitution at 
$4500 a year. Many years ago the 
same subterfuge was adopted to 
increase their salaries to $7500.

The two countries also agreed 
to the freeing of the Brazilian ex- 
change market for commerce from 
here, the establishment of a Bra- 
silian national bank, and resump- 
tion of payments on Brazil's dollar 
debts. 

Through an exchange of notes 
hetween Secretary of State Hull 
and Brazilian Foreign Minister 
Aranha, this country’s export-im- 
port bank will extend credits not 
to exceed $19,200,000 to the Bank 
of Brazil to enable the Brazilian 
Government to discontinue official 
control over foreign exchange Op- 
erations. 

Gold at Brazil’s Disposal. 

President Roosevelt, the State 
Department announced, will recom- 
mend that Congress place at Bra- 
zil’s disposal gold up to $50,000,000 
to serve as assets for the Central 
Reserve Bank which Brazil will 
create. The amount drawn upon 
will be repaid from Brazil's fu- 
ture production of gold. 

Dr. Aranh announced Brazil in- 
tends to resume payments on its 
dollar debts beginning July 1 on 
account of interest and amortiza- 
tion. : 

A transitional arrangement to 
this effect was reached between 
Aranha and the foreign bond hold- 
ers’ protective council, New York 
Gity, and will be announced after 
Aranha’s return to Rio, the State 
Department said. 

Estimated at $357,000,000. 

The Brazilian dollar bonds which 
are in default and on which pay- 
ment will be resumed July 1 are 
estimated to total $357,000,000. 

The State Department said the 
Export-Import Bank had arranged 
for extending credits “which will 
facilitate the purchase by Brazil of 
American products, the importation 
of which will assist in improving 
Brazil's transportation facilities and 
the development of her other do- 
mestic underttkings designed to in- 
crease the productive capacity of 
the Brazilian nation and her trade 
with the United States.” 

It added: 

“These facilities will at the same 
time aid American manufacturers 
and exporters in extending the mar- 
ket for their products, 

“It is anticipated that the Brazil- 
fan program of national develop- 
ment may likewise benefit by plans 
for surveys of tropical agricultural 
possibilities by experts of the United 
States Government and by the sub- 
sequent loan, should the Govern- 
ment of Brazil so request, of ex- 
perts... 

Complimentary Trade. 

“In that connection views have 
been exchanged relative to the de- 
veopment in Brazil of complemen- 
tary, non-competitive products for 
which a substantial market is be- 
lieved to exist in the United States, 
provided an assured supply can be 
developed, In the development and 
expansion of complementary trade 
it is believed that the two govern- 
ments may find a field for increas- 
ingly effective co-operation. 

“The Government of Brazil has 
indicated its desire to organize and 
operate a central reserve bank, and 
the Treasury Department is pre- 
pared to lend appropiate assistance 
to that end.” 

The State Department concluded 
by saying that co-operation in 
“many other fields of activity” not 
mentioned in the exchange of. notes 
was “also profitably discussed.” 

The signing took place in Hull’s 
office in the presence of Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, Un- 
dersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles and Warren Lee Pierson 
head of the export-import bank.

PRESIDENT HALTS 


House Committee Favored 
Allowance to Build Up 
Reserve of Strategic Ma- 
terials Over Four Years.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Presi- 


dential objection blocked action by 
the House Military Committee at 
least temporarily today on legis- 
lation to let the War Department 
build up a $100,000,000 reserve of 
strategic war materials either by 
purchase, barter or as part payment 
o1 war debts. 
The committee, which had agreed 
previously in secret sessions to rec- 
ommend the measure to the House 
today, delayed further action after 
Louis Johnson, Assistant Secretary 
of War, informed them President 
Roosevelt had indicated he would 
not approve an outlay of more 
than $10,000,000 for the purpose at 
this time. 

Members said the legislation pro- 
posed that the materials such as 


manganese, chrome ore, tin, tungs- 
ten and other minerals in which 
this country is deficient be ac- 
quired over a four-year period. 
There was doubt, committeemen 
said, whether the President was ob- 
jecting to the size of the total 
program, or to expenditure of $25,- 
069,000 in the first year. 

To Visit President. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
and several members of the com- 
mittee planned to see the President 
early next week to ascertain his 
exact views. 
Members indicated there was no 
objection from the White House 
to an amendment adopted by the 
committee in a closed session yes- 
terday, which would permit the 
Government to accept the strategic 
minerals either as part payment on 
the principal of war debts owed this 
country by European nations or in 
exchange for surplus agricultural 
commodities such as wheat or cot- 
ton. 

This coincided with information 
from members of the House Mili- 
tary Committee that their group 
had approved a plan for accepting 
strategic war minerals in part pay- 
ment of European war debts or in 
exchange for surplus agricultural 
products. 

The scheme was inserted in a bill 
authorizing the War Department, 
to spend $100,000,000 over a four- 
year period for reserves of manga- 
nese, tin, chrome ore and other 
minerals in which the country is 
deficient.

WITNESS CHARGES 
BG MILK FIRMS 
HAVE MONOPOLY 


Dr. F. C. Howe Tells Fed- 
eral Committee Prices 
Consumer Pays and Far- 
mer Receives Are Fixed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 9. — Dr. 
Frederick C. Howe, former con- 
sumers counsel of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, told the 
Federal Monopoly Committee today 
that “big business” has established 
a price-fixing monopoly over the 
nation’s milk industry. 

Howe testified as a Federal 
Trade Commission witness when 


the committee began a study of 
the food industry. 

“Powerful milk companies and 
their allies,” Howe said, “stand 
astride of our milk farmers, of 26,- 
000,000 cows and the many billion 
dollars of farm investment from' 
one end of the country to the other. | 

“It is they who determine what'| 
70,000,000 people shall pay for their 
milk as well as what 3,000,000 farm- 
ers who produce it shall receive 
for their labor.” 

Howe likened the methods to 
those used at the start by Stan- 
dard Oil Co. about 50 years ago. 


Control of Agencies. 


“The milk distributors control 
the only agency through which 
milk must go from the farm to the 
consumer,” he said. “They own 
and control a health agency or pas-| 
teurization plant designed to purify | 
milk, which they now use with’! 
their distributing systems to con-| 
trol the entire industry. 7

CONSULAR OFFICER

Lee Worley Violates Executive 
Order by Marrying 
Brazilian Girl. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Mar- 
riage to a foreigner has cost Lee 
Worley, American Consular officer, 
his job, The Foreign Service Per- 
sonnel Board accepted Worley’s 
resignation after he wed a Brazilian, 
Miss Margot Gleig, last week. 

Worley, 31 years old, was appoint- 
ed Consul at Barcelona, after eight 
years in the Consular Service. 

Wishing to marry Miss Gleig be- 
fore going to Barcelona; Worley, in 
accordance with the President's ex- 
ecutive order of Nov. 17, 1936, sub- 
mitted his resignation and request- 
ed permission to marry an alien. 

Although the permission did not 
arrive, State Department officials 
said, Worley married anyway, a vio- 
lation of the executive order.

DECLINE SHARPLY 


High Levies Turn Many to 
Tax-Exempt Securities in 
Recent Years, Statement 


Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 9. — The 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, in its annual report today, 


said the United States Government 
had absorbed the bulk of the na- 
tion’s investment capital in the last 
five years, leaving little for private 
enterprise. 

Commercial banks, insurance 
companies, savings banks and other 
great pools of capital, which for- 
merly directed their funds mainly 
into private investments, appear to 
have put about 17 billion dollars 
into Federal securities the last five 
years compared with a net in- 
crease of about $1,100,000,000 in the 
holdings of corporate securities, the 
reserve bank noted. 

It also pointed out high taxes on 
incomes in the upper brackets had 
F turned wealthy individual] investors 
toward tax-exempt Government is- 
sues, and away from corporate in- 
vestments. 

This discussion of investment 
trends touched one of the major 
current topics of interest in busi- 
ness circles in view of the adminis- 
tration'’s attempt to revive private 
enterprise and encourage capital to 
take greater risks. 

85 Per Cent Decline. 

“At the bottom of the depression 
in 1932,” continued the report, “the 
aggregate amount of individual in- 
comes of $50,000 and more, after 
payment of Federal income taxes, 
was about $620,000,000 as compared 
with about $5,400,000,000 in 1928, a 
reduction of more than 85 per cent. 
In 1937, the latest year for which 
such records are available, the 
amount was about 20 per cent of 
the volume in 1928, 

“Not only has the amounf of sav- 
ings from large incomes available 
for investment been greatly reduced 
but high rates of taxation in upper 
brackets in recent years have pro- 
vided an incentive for diversion 
of a considerable part of such sav- 
ings from financing of private en- 
terprise to investments in tax- 
i exempt Federal, state and munici- 
| , pal securities.

Why Investors Are Shy. 
“Even among investors with 
ei smaller incomes, who are not sub- 
} i ject to such high rates of taxa- 

i tion, there is reported to have been 

: a disinclination, in recent years, to 

invest in any corporation securitie¢ 
es involving a substantial measure of 
be risk, in view of the wide fluctua-

years of the 1920's. 

“Many private investors, appar- 
ently do not consider the prospect 
of profits from venturesome invest- 
ments in private enterprise suffi- 
cient to outweigh the risk of loss.”

“Reduction in delay, the great- 
‘est of our evils,” Saxe wrote a 
year ago, “can be accurately meas- 
ured. Statistical information shows 
that the delay in New York, once 
a by-word throughout the coun- 
try, has fallen before the attack. 
After three years of concentrated 
effort the elimination of delay in 
the courts of New York has been 
substantially achieved. 

“These accomplishments could 
not have been consummated with- 
out the fullest co-operation of the 
Legislature, the bench and the 
bar. Neither could they have been 
brought about without the assist- 
ance of modern research methods. 
These results substantiate the idea 
ithat continued scrutiny of the 
functioning of the judicial system 
according to complete and accurate 
current knowledge of the facts by 
properly qualified and representa- 
tive bodies, sincerely interested in 
their work, adequately staffed and 
financed, is the proper method for 
attaining and maintaining a more 
perfect administration of justice.” 

Monthly Report Made. 

The system, Saxe related, re- 
quires the court clerks to report 
monthly the amount of work enter- 
ing the court, the amount disposed 
of and the amount left pending, 
together with the exact point of 
disposition in the courtroom daily. 

The foundation for improvement, 
he added, was made when systems 
for collecting comprehensive civil 
and criminal judicial statistics 
were established, and creation of 
the Judicial Council by statute in 
1934 marked the culmination of a 
half century of effort.

Four Served in Cabinet of Ex-Gov. Earle—

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 9.— 
Thirteen Pennsylvania Democrats, 
including four who served in the 
Cabinet of former Gov.

No long ago, said the speaker, a 
resolution was introduced in Con- 
gress directing that an Indian claim 
should not be sent to the Court of 
Claims, but that the Secretary of 
the Treasury should pay a large 
sum to a certain tribe. The De- 
partment of the Interior, he pro- 
ceeded, filed a favorable recom- 
mendation. Cochran demanded a 
report from the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral, It was found that the amount 
of the claim had been appropriated 
by Congress and paid to the tribe 
in 1876, 

As an example of efforts made 
to grant favors to Indian tribes, 
Cochran told of bills introduced 
again and again in Congress to 
provide for these groups the right 
of direct appeal to the Supreme 
Court from decisions of the Court 
of Claims. “There is no reason, 
stated he, “why special privileges 
should be granted in cases of this 
character when all other citizens of 
the country are required to apply 
to the Supreme Court: for a writ 
of certiorari.” 


Interest More Than Principal. 

The interest payments demanded, 
it was shown, are approximately 
twice the capital claims in Indian 
suits. Cochran cited 61 pending 
cases in which the claim for in- 
terest is $1,498,922,593.41, while that 
for principal is $615,953,506.40. The 
tribes involved include Arapahos, 
Cheyennes Cherokees, Chickasaws, 
Chippewas, Choctaws, Creeks, Sag- 
inaws, Seminoles, Sioux and Win- 
nebagos. 

In addition, there are 25 cases 


of suits brought by tribes which do 
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not specify the amounts claimed, 
but these, according to Cochran, 
are estimated at $117,197,023.25. The 
interest on 14 of the 25 claims is 
figured at $152,617,552.46. Finally, 
permission has been granted to five 
tribes to sue the United States, but 
petitions have not yet been filed. 
For the 86 cases pending, the total 
principal and interest claims, ac- 
tual and estimated, are respective- 
ly $733,151,129.65 and $1,651,594-

FOR GIO AND ALF. 


A. F. Whitney Proposes 
That Entire Membership 
of Former Group Return 


to Latter Body. 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, March 9.—Alex- 
ander F, Whitney, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
suggested today a “workable plan” 
to reunite the American Federation 
of Labor and the Congress of In- 


dustrial Organizations, 

He urged that peace negotiators 
of the two groups, now meeting, 
consider this basis for settlement: 

Return of the entire CIO mem- 
bership to the A. F. of L. 

Settle overlapping jurisdictional 
claims “over a period of time” by a 
vote “of the rank and file them- 
selves under the National Labor 
Relations Act”; 

Decide leadership at the next A. 
F. of L. convention “by bowing to 
the voice of the delegates.” 

“I look upon the differences be- 
tween the A. F. of L. and the CIO 
as surmountable, and, if the ap- 
propriate spirit deals with the mat- 
ter, those differences can be 
bridged,” Whitney said. The broth- 
erhood is not affiliated with either 
organization. Whitney was one of 
two men named by John L. Lewis, 
head of the CIO, this week as 
“types of executives” to head the 
amalgamated union, including the 
railroad brotherhoods, which Lew- 
is proposed Tuesday, 

Whitney disclosed that he first 
made essentially the same proposal 
a year ago in separate conferences 
with William Green, president of 
the A. F. of L., and with Lewis and 
Philip Murray of the CIO. Attend- 
ing both conferences were, Whit- 
ney said, Senators Schwellenbach 
(Dem.), Washington, Capper (Rep.), 
Kansas, and Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts. 

Then he incorporated his points 
in an address at Minneapolis last 
April 30, asking the views of Green 
and Lewis. 

Lewis replied in a letter Whitney 
made public today: “Your refer- 
ences to the CIO-A. F. of L, subject 
were constructive and of a charac- 
ter to which no one could take ex- 
ception,” 

Green replied, Whitney said, that 
he read the address “with interest” 
but that “those who created the 
CIO are responsible for ripping 
and tearing the American labor 
movement apart.

“If they deal with this in the 
right spirit they are not going to 
permit the personality of an in- 
individual to interfere with co-op- 
eration,” Whitney said. “They 
should be willing to go on and to 
accept the democratic processes 
they. have for filling such posts.” 

Whitney said he suggested that 
CIO go back within the A. F. of L. 
“because the A. F. of L. is an old 
established union, and also has ma- 
chinery which, generally speaking, 
is admirable to work out jurisdic- |—~ 
tional disputes.”

The Government now has more 
than 9 cents a pound invested in the 
loan cotton and so would take a 
loss of more than 6 cents a pound 
or $30 a bale on all cotton claimed 
under the loan cotton resale provi- 
sion. 

In order to obtain the additional 
benefit payments, growers would 
have to comply with the existing 
cotton program and then market 
their crop during the season in- 
stead of placing it under Govern- 
ment loan. They then would re- 
ceive an additional payment of up 
to 5 cents a pound in order to send 
the sale price up to 75 per cent of 
parity price of cotton, now about 
12 cents a pound. 

Thus, if a grower received 8 cents 
for cotton when marketed, his ad- 
justment payment would be 4 cents. 
This would be more than the man- 
datory Government loans of about 
8 cents. Even if cotton dropped to 
4 cents a pound, the additional 5- 
cent payment for marketing would 
be higher than the loan. 

Other Provisions of Bill. 

Another provision of the Smith 
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bill would permit release up to 
2,500,000 bales of the loan cotton 
through a partial loss to the Gov- 
ernment on its loans. 

The measure would release for 
relief and experimental purposes 
after July 1, 1940, 1,600,000 bales of 
joan cotton from the 1934 crop on 
which the Government made a 12- 
cent loan, The bill would require 
that the annual cotton allocation 
be a minimum of not less than 11,- 
000,000 bales,

ONE OF THE IDEAS club 
owners discourage is that a play- 
er’s salary should be determined 
by his success or failure during 
the preceding season.

WPA CHIEF DOUBTS MERGER 
OF PROJECTS WILL SAVE MUCH 


Harrington Tells Senators Bureaus Probably 


Would Be Set Up in Public Works De- 


partment to Replace Agencies. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March. 9.—Col. 

F. C. Harrington, WPA Administra- 

tor, expressed the opinion today 


that estimates of economies which 
would result from the bill to merge 
Federal public works functions, 
were likely to be exaggerated. 

Bureaus probably would be set up 
within the new Public Works De- 
partment, to be created by the bill, 
to take over the different kinds of 
work now handled by separate 
agencies, Harrington told the Sen- 
ate Unemployment Committee. 

Testifying on the works consoli- 
dation measure of Senator Byrnes 
(Dem.), South Carolina, Col. Har- 
rington said the bill made no pro- 
vision for continuing non-construc- 
tion WPA projects which give em- 
ployment to 544,000 persons. 

Of those who would be affected 
by discontinuance of the non-con- 
struction projects, he said, 356,000 
are women, most of them engaged 
in sewing. Another group of 40,000 
represented unemployed teachers 
being used to conduct classes. 

Rail Unions’ Attitude. 

W. D. Johnson, who said he 
spoke for the principal railway la- 
bor executives, told the committee 
that the United States Employment 
Service should be continued under 
the Labor Department and not 
transferred to the Social Security 
eh as provided by the Byrnes 

Harrington said WPA was inter- 
ested in provisions of the bill which 
made old age assistance and age 
ond dependent children more effec- 

ve. 

Regarding the bill’s provision for 
unemployment insurance, he said 


unemployment compensation would 
operate only for people previously 
employed and would not be a rem- 
edy for those who always had been 
unemployed. He agreed, however, 
with Byrnes, who is chairman of 
the Unemployment Committee, that 
such insurance should be the first 
attack on unemployment. 

At a simultaneous hearing, a doz- 
en spokesmen for A. F. of L. and 
CIO maritime unions recommended 
to the House Ways and Means 
Committee that a separate Federal 
unemployment insurance system be 
established for all marine work- 
ers. 

They requested also that such 
employes be given social security 
old-age benefits. - 


Propose Insurance Plan. 

These labor representatives pro- 
posed an insurance plan patterned 
after that for railway workers, 
which operates independent of the 
social security system. As marine 
workers employed on navigable wa- 
ters are under Federal jurisdiction, 
they said, state security systems 
can not and do not cover them. 

Paul Sharrenberg, A. F. of L. 
legislative representative, said all 
seamen needed protection because 
there was more unemployment 
among them than in “almost any 
industry in the country.” 

Ralph Emerson, CIO legislative 
representative, asserted that “mer- 
chant seamen have been one of the 
most neglected groups in the his- 
tory of our country.” 

Emetson submitted an outline of 
proposed legislation for a Federal 
maritime unemployment compensa- 
tion plan that would provide bene- 
fits of $7 to $15 a week for 16 
weeks, 


BRITAIN QUERIES ITALY 
UN ARMING OF LIBYA 


English Said to Be “Greatly 
Reassured’”’ After Confer- 
ence in Rome. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 9.—Concerned over 
reports of large Italian troop move- 
ments to Libya, North African col- 
ony adjoining French-protected Tu- 
nisia, Great Britain asked Italy to- 
day for particulars. 

Authoritative British sources said 
Sir Noel Charles, Charge d’Affaires 
at the British Embassy, was “great- 
ly reassured” after a conversation 
with Italian Foreign Minister Count 
Galeazzo Ciano. 

These sources stressed that the 
conference was “very satisfactory.” 

The inquiry and discussion were 
said to have been based on “the 
frightful figures” published in Brit- 
ain, France and Italy on shipment 
of Italian troops to Libya and 
French troops to Tunisia. 

The British were represented as 
feeling, as a result of the inquiry, 
that there was no immediate dan- 
ger in North Africa. 

Richard Austen Butler, British 
Undersecretary ‘of State for For- 
eign Affairs, told the House of 
Commons yesterday that British 
infornfAtion indicated that « Ttaly 
was executing its decision to in- 
crease its Libvem force by 30,000 
men. ' 

In corn-ection with Italian press 
acconxts of British troop move- 
ments to Egypt, Sir Noel was un- 
derstood to have told the Italian 
Foreign Minister that only a nor- 
mal number of men was participat- 
ing there in the Anglo-Egyptian 
maneuvers held every March. 

Virginio Gayda, the Fascists’ 
chief newspaper spokesman, as- 
serted that British, French and 
United States armaments “already 
have lost every defensive charac- 
ter both with respect to their size 
and their obvious objectives, and 
now they have assumed an openly 
offensive character.” 


ARGENTINE-ROME AIR ROUTE 


Italian Concern Authorized to Es- 
tablish Passenger Service. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, March 9.—The 
Argentine Government has author- 
ized the Italian aviation concern, 
Ala Littoria, to establish airmail 
and passenger service between 
Rome and Buenos. Aires with an 
option to extend the service west- 
ward to Santiago, Chile. 

Natal, Pernambuco, Bahia, Rio 
de Janeiro and Porto Alegre—all in 
Brazil—will be stops on the Rome- 
Buenos Aires run. Ala  Littoria, 
which has carried out preliminary 
surveys, will compete with France 
and Germany in service across the 
South Atlantic. The Argentine de- 
cree, issued yesterday, provided 
that the Italian line must make at 
least one round-trip a week. The 
concession was granted for five 
years and is renewable.

RUBLEE TELLS ROOSEVELT 
OF NAZI PLEDGE ON JEWS 


Negotiator Says Berlin Is Prepared 
to Provide for Orderly 
Emigration.

WASHINGTON, March 9. 
George Rublee, former director of 
the Intergovernmenta] Committee 
on Political Refugees, reported to 
President Roosevelt today that the 
German Government “is prepared 
to take definite measures” to pro- 
vide for orderly emigration of Jews. 

Rublee, who conducted committee 
negotiations in Berlin in January 
and February, said, “I am glad that 
what I was able to tell the Presi- 
dent was of an encouraging na- 
ture.” 

While asserting ideal conditions 
could not be expected overnight, 
Rublee declared he was firmly con- 
vinced that “the persons awaiting 
emigration will receive better treat- 
ment than has heretofore been the 
case.”

The blaze on the Pasteur was found 
at 2:30 a. m. inside a fireplace 
chimney and spread to interior and 
exterior scaffolding before it was 
extinguished.

SHANGHAI, March 9.—Authori- 
tative foreign sources at Ichang,

The foreigners were four Evan- 
gelical Lutheran missionaries who 
have headquarters at 2637 Winne- 
bago street, St. Louis; 42 Belgian 
Franciscan priests, 26 Catholic sis- 
ters, 14 representatives of the 
Church of Scotland, Episcopal Dea- 
coness Elsie Riebe of Pingree, N. 
D., and 10 customs officers. 

The Episcopal American Church 
Mission reported two of the Mis- 
gsion’s three properties had been 
severely damaged. 

Paul Josselyn, American Consul- 
General in Hankow, immediately 
lodged a protest with the Japanese 
Consul-General. He pointed out 
that last June the Ichang Mission, 
through Josselyn, had supplied Jap- 
anese Consular and military au- 
thorities with detailed maps show- 
ing the location and nature of the 
American property.

RICHBERG AGAIN SEES 


CARDENAS ABOUT OIL 


Attorney Intimates Place for 
Foreign Interests Can Be 
Found in Mexico. 


By the Associated Press, 


MEXICO CITY, March 9.—Presl- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas conferred to- 
day for the second time with Don- 
ald Richberg, counsel for American 
oil companies, over issues arising 
from Mexico's expropriation of the 
$400,000,000 foreign oil industry last 
March 18. 


Richberg saw the President yes- 
terday to discuss the place of the 
oil industry in Cardenas’ “Mexico 
for Mexicans” program and inti- 
mated later that a place for foreign 
oll interests could be found in it. 

Later Richberg issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The initial discussion with Pres- 
ident Cardenas was entirely in- 
formal. We did not spend our 


time debating the merits of past 


or present controversies. We dis- 
cussed basic principles which 
would determine the future rela- 
tions between the Government of 
Mexico and citizens of other coun- 
tries contributing money or serv- 
ices to the development of business 
and resources in Mexico. 

“The primary subjects of our ex- 
change of views were: First, the 
fixed purpose of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to control their own des- 
tiny, and second, the essentials of 
co-operation with citizens of other 
countries in matters of domestic 
and international business which 
will advance the welfare of the 
Mexican people. 

“It is my impression that Presi- 
dent Cardenas is deeply interested 
in developing a distinctively Mex- 
ican program concerning the re- 
lations between Government, labor 
and property which should not be 
labelled as Communism or Fascism

OR those interested, a rather good 
idea of what a rental housing project 
should be like may be obtained from the 
FHA’s Portfolio for February. Therein is 
described the largest project so far—Wy- 
vernwood, in Los Angeles. 

Wyvernwood will provide housing reas- 
onably close to the income groups in need 
of better housing. It has its own school, 
playgrounds and business center. Wy- 
vernwood is, in fact, the sort of devel- 
opment the FHA officials have always 
advocated. 

But granted these features of Wyvern- 
wood are desirable, can they be provided 
at a reasonable cost? As to financing, it 
suffices to say that a bank is making the 
loan. The other facts (compared to Man- 
hassett) are set out below: 

Mortgage per unit, Wyvernwood $2127; 
Manhassett $4521.” 

Number of units, Wyvernwood 1102, 
Manhassett 354. 

Number of buildings, Wyvernwood 142, 
Manhassett 9.

FOR WAR PREVENTION. 

At Tuesday's press conference, Mr. Roosevelt was 
asked this question: “Has the present neutrality 
legislation contributed to the peace of the world?” He 
replied that, if a yes-or-no answer could be given, he 
would say, “No.” 

The question was an admirable one and the Presi- 
dent’s response should serve to clarify a misunder- 
standing which exists in many minds. The Neutral- 
ity Act was intended to serve as a guarantee of peace 
for the United States and, when it was passed in 
1935, there were many persons who believed it would 
do #0. 

Since then, world events have moved with lightning 
speed. When the Neutrality Act was passed, Adolf 
Hitier had not yet taken the first of the series of 
bold steps which have so shaken the world. He had 
not marched into the Rhineland. Mussolini was yet 
to embark on the conquest of Ethiopia. The Aus- 
trian and Czecho-Slovakian crises were in the future, 
as were the Spanish and Chinese wars. | 

Under pressure of these events, the United States 
has embarked on the greatest program of military 
and naval expenditures since the World War, just 
the sort of thing the Neutrality Act was designed to 
prevent. The act was based on the assumption that 
the United States can isolate itself from world affairs 
and withdraw into ite shell. The falsity of this as- 
sumption must now be apparent. 

The fact is that the act places Uncle Sam in 
a strait jacket of his own making. In case of war 
between European democracies and the totalitarian 
Powers, aided by Japan, we would not be able to 
sell arms to any of the combatants, even though de- 
feat of the democracies would make our own posi- 
tion perilous. 

The purpose behind those who advocate revision 
or repeal of the act is, therefore, inspired by no war- 
like motive, but, on the contrary, as a means of pre- 
venting war. To state this more realistically, the dicta- 
tors have been proceeding on the theory that democ- 
racy is decadent and that its hands are palsied. Yet, 
as pointed out today by Miss Dorothy Thompson, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s recent attitude toward totalitarianism— 
as evidenced by his message to Congress, the sale 
of military planes to France, the temporary recall of 
our Ambassador to Germany—has stiffened the po- 
sition of France and Great Britain and, at the same 
time, disturbed the morale of Italy and Germany. The 
result is a definite easing of European tension. 

Revision or repeal of the Neutrality Act would 
serve further notice on the totalitarian nations that, 
in case of war, the products of our factories would 
be available to their enemies—an extremely sobering 
consideration. Officials of the State Department who 
are intimately in touch with the European situation 
say that repeal of the arms embargo clauses of the 
act would reduce the chances of war in Europe by at 
least 60 per cent, and perhaps to zero. 

The newly elected Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
prominently mentioned as a possible Republican can- 
didate for President and a man of definite conserva- 
tism in his point of view, is thinking along these 
lines. Senator Taft, himself an isolationist, makes a 
distinction between active intervention abroad and 
passive support for the European democracies and 
protection for our interests. He made no objection to 
the sale of military planes to France, and is quite 
willing to consider a judicious use of Government 
credit to assist American export trade in the struggle 
with Fascism, 

Another question asked of the President was: 
“Would not this country have been in a stronger po- 
sition if we had not had such legislation?” The 
President replied that this might be true. Perhaps 
a better answer is that Japan, Italy and Germany, 
as revealed by their controlled press, have expressed 
the greatest satisfaction that the law is on the books. 

For considerations of prudence and as insurance 
against further Fascist aggressions that might threat- 
er us, the bill introduced yesterday by Senator James 
Hamilton Lewis of Illinois to repeal the Neutrality 
Act should have the prompt and earnest consideration 
of Congress.

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THEIR ONE LAST BET. 

The small loan cémpanies of Missouri won more 
than a battle yesterday when the Senate passed 
the House bill increasing the interest rate on loans 
of less than $100 from 2% per cent a month to 
3 per cent. The companies won the war. 

This war was started long before the Legislature 
convened. It was started before the legislators 
were elected. When the Legislature met In January, 
78 members of the House were pledged to support 
this measure. They did so. 

Strategically, as well as tactically, the loan com- 
panies displayed good generalship. They obtained 
the support of respectable allies, such as the Bar 
Association and the Better Business Bureau. 
propaganda was plausible, too. It set forth the plea 
they could not do business profitably on the 2% 


per cent rate and presented the companies in the, 


admirable pose of fighting the loan sharks, or salary- 
buyers, who batten on their luckless victims. 

The propaganda pretensions were quickly riddled. 
The records show that the small loan companies have 
been doing business successfully, prosperously, at 
the present rate. True, that rate is a modest return, 
compared with the ravenous 240 per cent of the loan 
sharks. But the case of the loan sharks, as Senator 
Allen McReynolds made clear, was cared for in the 
section of the bill placing those marauders under 
the law. 

Senator McReynolds urged retention of the pres- 
ent monthly rate of 2% per cent for loans under $400. 
His amendment was defeated. It was not defeated 
on its merits. In his argument for his proposal, 
Mr. McReynolds left the loan companies and their 
legislative friends without a leg to stand on. In 
legal parlance, he briefed them out of court. 

A word may be permissible about Senator Mce- 
Reynolds. Jefferson City knows him as an able, con- 
scientious public servant. The State of Missouri 
knows him as such, by reason of laborious, difficult 
tasks thoroughly done. His home city, Carthage, 
his home county, Jasper, know him as an outstand- 
ing lawyer, with many corporations as his clients, 
a conservative to the core, but removed, by his in- 
telligence, from the Bourbons. 

The informed and unanswerable opposition of 
Senator McReynolds to this bill, we feel, might 
well be considered by Gov. Stark when it reaches 
his desk for signature. And the Governor might 
well reflect, too, that, in supporting this unjust 
bill, the Bar Association and the Better Business 
Bureau did not enhance their prestige. The former, 
incidentally, is far afield, is it not, in its champion- 
ship of this sort of legislation? If it confined itself 
to legislation in the field of procedural and judicial 
reform, it would be sufficiently taxed. 

The people whom this bill wrongs can send no 
lobbyists to the capital. They can pledge no leg- 
islative candidates in advance. They can only trust 
to the Government for a fair deal. The Governor 
is now their one last bet. 

A veto is the answer. 
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TEXAS AND MISSOURI ON CHICKEN STEALING. 

The District Attorney and the Sheriff of Van 
Zandt County, Texas, traveled 1800 miles last week 
to get Jerome Dixon, held in New York on a charge 
of grand larceny. He allegedly stole half a dozen 
chickens and in Texas it’s petty larceny to steal five 
chickens but grand larceny to steal six or more. As 
the Sheriff explained, “Dixon jumped his bond so 
we had to come after him or the bondsman would 
have to pay the bond and we can’t allow that.” 

Partner, that’s very accommodating, You've got 
St. Louis beat for kindness to bondsmen, as we 
make them pay 50 cents on the dollar when a bond 
is forfeited. However, we atone for this harshness 
by letting the same bondsmen ply their trade just 
as though they had made their bonds good. But 
we can draw as fine a bead as Texas can on chicken 
thieves. It’s merely a misdemeanor here to steal them 
in the daytime, but grand larceny with maximum 
sentence of five years to steal just one chicken at 
night. 


PRESSURE FROM THE RANK AND FILE. 

The real issue before the joint peace committee 
of the CIO and the AFL is whether the jealousy 
and pride of a few highly placed bureaucrats on both 
sides shall continue to make labor a house divided. 
The pressure from below seems overwhelmingly in 
favor of unity. 

President Roosevelt told the committee that he 
had received telegrams, letters and resolutions from 
at least a million workers urging him to take steps 
to bring about a unification of the contending fac- 
tions. This means that approximately one-seventh 
of the membership of both the AFL and the CIO 
were interested enough to go to the trouble of per- 
sonally wiring or writing the White House. 

It’ is commonly believed that the split never 
would have taken place had the rank and file had 
their way. In a number of states, the AFL state 
organizations at first disregarded orders to make the 
break and effected a separation only under heavy 
pressure. Louis Stark, labor writer for the New 
York Times, has summarized the situation in these 
words: “The chief antagonists in the intense fac- 
tional struggle are to be found mainly among the 
officers at the top of the ‘hierarchy. Many of the 
leaders below them fear for labor’s future if peace 
is not brought about.” 

Certain superficial differences in interest have not 
prevented the craft unions from sharing the same cen- 
tral leadership as the industrial unions in Great Brit- 
ain, Sweden and other countries. There are no differ- 
ences in the United States which are not reconcilable 
as far as the men in the ranks are concerned. 

The principle of collective bargaining, the process 
of reaching 8 common ground by the method of give 
and take, is the cornerstone of trade unionism. The 
leaders of the CIO and the AFL have only to put 
this principle into effect in order to consolidate 
forces and end their disruptive bickering.

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Praise for Missouri’s Judicial Plan 


Pointing out that elective system leaves Judges subject to tribulations and obligations 
of politics, past president of Michigan State Bar says that appointive proposal 
pending in Missouri Legislature is fine remedy; asserts it would not deprive peo- 
ple of voice in selection or be open to other objections that have led to defeats. 


ent system of electing Judges is unsatis- 

factory and desires a change, provided a 
better plan is offered. The public does not 
want the judiciary to be subject to the trib- 
ulations and obligations of political activity. 
Neither is the public insistent that the se- 
lection of Judges be made from primary lists 
of candidates whose main qualification is 
the fortitude to face political ordeals or 
merely unusual vote-getting ability. 
I believe that, except as to candidates for 
local courts in rural communities, the pub- 
lic realizes how seriously it is handicapped 
in attempting to make an intelligent selec- 
tion of Judges on the basis of merit and 
qualification. Improvement, therefore, must 
eliminate these defects in the present sys- 
tem. I believe that a plan for appointment 
of Judges can be evolved that will do this, 
and that your Missouri proposal is such a 
plan. 
You propose appointment—but you right- 
ly avoid placing the selection solely in 
one agency. You recognize that the Gov- 
ernor is the highest elective State officer— 
currently elected by the people for a short 
term and directly responsible to the people. 
You provide another agency—a non-partisan 
judicial commission—to select the nominees. 
Instead of giving the commission the power 
to make a single selection (expecting the 
Governor to become a mere rubber stamp) 
you avail yourselves of the sound discretion 
of that high official in making an informal 
selection from a list or lists of nominees— 
any one of whom, in the deliberate judg- 
ment of the commission, will make a good 
Judge. You, therefore, have the combined 
judgment of the people’s executive and of 
the commission. 


You avoid determining the makeup of 
the judicial commission in advance, Rather 
than be charged with arrogation in respect 
to the commission’s personnel, you have left 
that to be determined by the people them- 
selves through their chosen representatives 
in the Legislature. Therefore, you insure 
flexibility because, if any unforeseen weak- 
ness develops in the plan, the people will 
have an easy means of correcting it by leg- 
islative amendment, which is less difficult 
to procure than another constitutional 
amendment, 

My guess is that you have had to com- 
promise in that respect.

not only sound, but also desirable. 

In the February, 1939, issue of the Journal 
of the American Judicature Society, I said: 

“IT am satisfied that the average individual 
employe is not opposed to the appointment 
of Judges under a properly safeguarded 
plan. Many of the current objectives of or- 
ganized labor received judicial approval 
nearly 100 years ago from appointive 
Judges.” 

I was referring to the decisions of the ap- 
pointive Massachusetts Supreme Court (in 
1842 and 1867) upholding the right of labor 
to organize, bargain and strike. 

In nothing that I have said is it to be in- 


‘ferred that there is any evidence that the 


public or the bar believes that the present 
system has produced dishonest Judges, or 
that the bar believes many Judges yield to 
political pressure. Regardless of what we 
may think, we do know that the preser- 
vation of government is dependent upon 
confidence of the people in the courts. 

The thing that appeals to me most in urg- 
ing abandonment of the elective system is 
that it will make for untroubled Judges— 
untroub! in the sense that if they have 
the site ability and do their work hon- 
estly, 4fficiently and impartially, they can 
properly expect to return to office for an- 
other term without having to engage in a 
free-for-all primary campaign with all 
comers. 

You lawyers who are back of the Missouri 
proposal have furnished expected leader- 
ship on a question concerning which you 
are peculiarly able to lead.

WOMAN LEADER SAYS 


Mrs. Lucretia Grady Speaks at 
Democratic Night at 
Women’s Exposition. 


For women the time is one of in- 
candescent devotion to democratic 
advances—when it is vital to re- 
member that the heart of democ- 
racy is tolerance—Mrs. Lucretia 
Grady, vice-chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, said 
here last night. 

Mrs. Grady, national committee- 
woman for California, was the 
speaker for Democratic night at 
the Women’s Exposition at the Col- 
iseum. The exposition opened yes- 
terday with displays by merchants, 
travel agencies, school children, 
women’s groups including the W. 
C. T. U., Maternal Health Associa- 
tion and Greater St. Louis Prohibi- 
tion Club, and, for the first time in 
its seven years, labor organizations, 
including the Women’s Trade Un- 
ion League and the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 
The exposition will end next Tues- 
day with Republican night. 

The California committeewoman 
is small, dark and vivacious, as 
her Spanish ancestry had led St. 
Louis hositesses to expect. She was 
Lucretia del Valle, daughter of a 
United States Senator and Ambas- 
sador to Mexico, before her mar- 
riage in 1917 to Henry F. Grady of 
the University of California School 
of Commerce, now vice-chairman of 
the Tariff Commission. She made 
a quick trip, returning to Washing- 
ton today for one hour with her 
husband before he departs for Ge- 
neva, where he is American mem- 
ber of the basic Co-ordination Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations, 
and its Economic and Raw Mate- 
rials committees. 

“New Deal a Holy War.” 

“For socially minded women,” 
said Mrs. Grady, “the New Deal 
has been not merely a few years’ 
supremacy of a particular political’ 
party, but a holy war for’ three 
things emblematic of woman’s spir- 
itual life: The accomplishment of 
a more adequate social order, the 
endeavor to dissipate the black and 
overpowering shadow of insecurity, 
and the supreme task of making 
secure the great contribution the 
United States has to give toward 
keeping the world within the path- 
way of democracy. 

“Toward the third objective wom- 
en can contribute one very definite 
equation, the realization that to 
stay within the’ democratic path 
there must be a give on the part 
of those desiring quick social re- 
form and a tolerance on the part 
of those satisfied with the status 
quo. To keep in that roadway, we 
must adopt a larger social sense 
in which it is possible to drown 
our own individuality—at least in 
the sense which “individualism” is 
commonly miscalled—in our com- 
mon desire for a decent social place 
for all our citizens,” 

Recently returned from a second 
visit abroad in the last few months, 
Mrs. ‘Grady said it seemed inescapa- 
ble to conclude, in “those countries 
giving the world the threat of war 
at this moment,” that their war 
mechanism and war psychology 
have been merely “a dictator’s an- 
swer to labor’s restlessness.” 

Spade Instead of Bayonet. 

“We have another answer for 
that sort of thing over here,” she 
said, “Our answer is the answer of 
democracy. To mention an aspect 
most appalling to me—for I have 
reared four children—when I stood 
and watched the young, young 
troops of one of the major countries 
of Europe march past, glistening 
bayonets at their sides, I couldn't 
help feeling that we had found a 
more decent and _ social answer, 
with our CCC camps and a spade in 
the hands of our boys—not a bayo- 
net—for that phase of a nation’s 
economic maladjustment.

Schulte, Archbishop of Cologne; 
Theodore Cardinal Innitzer, Arch- 
bishop of Vienna; and Johannes 
Adolf Cardinal Bertram, Arch- 
bishop of Breslau, 

Officials at the German Embassy 
asserted nothing was known there 
of a message Fuehrer Hitler was 
reported to have sent to the Pope. 


No Confirmation by Vatican. 


Berlin dispatches published in 
the Italian press said Diego von 
Bergen, German Ambassador to 
the Holy See, delivered a message 
of congratulation from Hitler to the 
Pope when he called four days ago. 
The dispatches said the message 
pleased Vatican circles as the ac- 
tion of the Pope in granting an 
audience to the German envoy had 
pleased the Nazis. 

The Vatican, however, still de- 
clined to confirm the audience 
which von Bergen was supposed 
to have had as dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, a position in which he 
customarily would be among the

Refrigerator Hot Cross Buns, 
One cup scalded milk, 
One cup water. 
One-half cup sugar. 
One tablespoon salt. 
One-half cup shortening. 
Two eggs. 
Two yeast cakes. 
One-fourth cup warm water. 
One tablespoon cinnamon... 
Seven and one-half cups flour. 
One-half cup currants. 
Scald the inilk, add the sugar, 
shortening, salt and cold water. 
Soften the yeast in one-fourth cup 
warm water and when the milk is 
lukewarm, add it and the beaten 
eggs. Measure the cinnamon into 
the flour and add about half of 
the latter, beating thoroughly. Add 
the rest of the flour and be sure 
that the dough is not too stiff. 
If well beaten this dough does not 
need to be kneaded. 
To make the biscuits, cut off the 
dough in small pieces which will 
make balls about one and one-half 
inches in diameter, working a few 
currants into each ball of dough. 
As this dough is very soft it is 
necessary to grease one’s fingers to 
handle it. Place about three- 
fourths inch apart in a square cake 
pan and allow to rise until at least 
double in bulk. Before placing in 
the oven, diagonal crosses may be 
cut with crossed knives or with 
scissors. Bake in a 425 degree oven 
for 15 to 18 minutes, When cool, 
— with a sugar and milk frost- 
ng. 
Frosting may be made with two- 
thirds cup of sugar and two table- 
spoons of milk. We made the 
crosses by putting the frosting 
through a pastry tube.

MAKE QUICK MEALS 
WITH SALMON OR TUNA 


Lenten Meals May Be Tasty 
and Still Within Limits of 
Strict Budget. 


With all the fresh fish in the 
markets which may be boiled, fried, 
baked or broiled for Lenten meals 
it is a good idea not to overlook 
two kinds of canned fish familiar 
to all, salmon and tuna. 

For quick, tasty meals that fit 
slender budgets salmon and tuna 
are excellent. Pasties or patties 
served with a piquant sauce, an ap- 
ple salmon or tuna loaf, dressed 
with parsley or water cress and 
quarters of lemon make main dish- 
es suitable for any Lenten menu, 

Fish Apple Loaf. 

One and one-half cups tuna or 
salmon. 

One-third cup milk. 

Two-thirds cup soft bread crumbs, 

One tablespoon chopped parsley. 

Three tablespoons chopped pep- 
per. ) 
One teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

Two eggs. 

Two apples, sliced in eighths. 

Remove skin and bones and flake 
tl» fish. Cook bread crumbs in 
milk for five minutes; stir in un- 
beaten eggs, seasonings, and fish, 
Turn one-half of mixture into but- 
tered loaf pan, add a layer of the 
slicer-cut apples, then rest of mix- 
ture, Bake in moderate oven about 
40 minutes, or until firm in center. 


Salmon Pasties With Oaper Sauce. 


Two cups sifted cake flour, 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-third cup cold butter or other 
shortening. 

Four to four end one-half table- 
spoons ice water, 

Salmon filling, 

Caper sauce. 

Sift flour once, measure, add galt, 
and sift again. Cut in shortening 
until pieces are about the size of 
small peas. Add water, a small 
amount at a time, mixing lightly 
with fork. Handle as little as pos- 
sible. Wrap in waxed paper, chill 
thoroughly. Roll one-eighth inch 


thick on slightly floured board and 


cut in four-inch circles. Place one 
and one-half tablespoons filling on 


| 


‘flaked fish, seasonings, onion and 


half of each circle, one-half inch 
from edge. Moisten edge with milk 
or water; fold other half over fill- 
ing and press edges together with 
floured fork. Place on baking sheet 
and brush with melted butter or 
with mixture of egg yolk and milk. 
Bake in hot oven (450 degrees) 15 
to 20 minutes, or until delicately 
browned. Serve with caper sauce, 
Makes 12 pasties. 
Salmon Filling. 
Cook three tablespoons chopped 
celery in one and one-half table- 
spoons butter until tender. Add 
one and one-half cups flaked sal- 
mon, three teaspoons flour, one-half 
teaspoon salt, dash of pepper, one 
and one-half teaspoons chopped 
parsley, six tablespoons milk, and 
cook until thickened, stirring con- 
stantly. Add one and one-half ta- 
blespoons lemon juice. Cool and 
use one and one-half tablespoons 
filling to each four-inch circle of 
pastry. 
Caper Sauce. 

Melt two tablespoons butter in 
saucepan and stir in four teaspoons 
flour.» Add one cup milk and cook 
until thickened, stirring constant- 
ly. Season with one-half teaspoon 
salt and dash of pepper. Just be- 
fore serving, add four teaspoons 
capers. Makes about one cup sauce, 


Salmon Patties. 
Two cups flaked salmon. 
Three-fourths cup salmon liquid 
and water. 
Two bouillon cubes (chicken fla- 
vor), 
Four tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Dash of pepper. 
One-half teaspoon minced onion. 
Sifted bread or cracker crumbs. 
One egg, beaten with three table- 
spoons milk and dash of salt. 
Drain liquid from salmon and 
add water to make three-fourths 
cup. Combine salmon liquid and 
water, bouillon cubes, tapioca, salt, 
pepper and onion in saucepan and 
mix well. Bring mixture quickly to 
a full boil over direct heat, stirring 
constantly. Remove from fire. Add 
salmon and mix thoroughly. Chill. 
Shape into patties, Roll in crumbs, 
dip in egg mixture, then roll again 
in crumbs. Fry in skillet in a smal) 
amount of hot fat, turning patties 
to brown both sides. Drain. Gar- 
nish with sliced cucumber, Makes

One cup corn flakes. 
One cup flaked canned salmon or 
tuna fish. 
One-eighth teaspoon salt.

But Is He a Westerner? 


The chief doubt in the President’s 
mind is said to have been whether 
Douglas would pass with the West- 
ern Senators as a Westerner. In 
this connection, Douglas has been 
aided by the bitter feud that pre- 
vails between Schwellenbach and 
his colleague from Washington, 
Senator Bone, who is also a Demo- 
crat. Bone, who has been more 
independent in his voting than 
Schwellenbach, occasionally stray- 
ing from the New Deal preserve, 
insists that Schwellenbach tried 
last fall to bring about his defeat. 
His bitterness is so great that he 
has indicated he might actually op- 
pose Schwellenbach’s nomination 
to the court, hinting of records of 
Schwellenbach's career he would 
present to the Senate. Bone has 
said he would favor Douglas. His 
State, he says, is proud of the rec- 
ord that this adopted son has made.

But It Must Be Backed 
With Common Sense, 
Says Columnist.

OU’RE discouraged—disgusted. 

Your whole life seems raveling 

out into a senseless scramble. 
No matter how hard you work, how 
carefully you plan, everything goes 
wrong. 

Wet all the while there lies ready 
to your hand the greatest Wonder 
Worker on earth—the one, invinci- 
ble Force which will clear your 
way to success if rightly used. 
Meaning what?’ Meaning Faith, 

“Oh, yeah!” you sneer. “I've 
heard that line before . . . all that 
hooey about ‘Faith moving moun- 
tains’—but it’s the bunk. I’ve had 
Faith. . . . I’ve believed until I was 
blue in the face . . . but it never 
did anything for me! Maybe it’s 
okay for fanatics who like that 
kinda tripe, but for folks like me 
who wenut practical results, Faith's 
a flop.” 

You're wrong. Faith isn’t a flop. 
It’s the most tremendous instru- 
ment ever devised for man’s use. 
We understand little about it as

Without Faith, nothing can be ac- 
complished.

Not believe in Faith? Don’t be 
an idiot!

stomach, liver or gall-bladder; (6) 
increased excretion as in diabetes. 

Of course, the commonest cause 
of beri-beri in the United States is 
alcoholic addiction. When the al- 
cohol addict depends entirely on 
this drug for a long period of time 
and eats nothing, he is bound to be 
deprived of Vitamin B-1. 

Vitamin B now has a chemical] 
hame and, like many of the vita- 
mins, its chemical structure is well 
known. This was not always true 
and it has been due to prolonged 
and scholarly researches that the 
vitamins have finally disclosed 
their actual chemical structure. 

The chemical name of Vitamin 
B-1 is thiamin and in the condi-

Cut up a three-pound chicken and simmer under a light cover with 
the giblets, using just enough water to cover. When the meat falls off 
the bones, remove the bones and skin, and add the following:

CHAPTER TWO. 
VATICAN CITY, March 9. 
HREE prophecies were fulfilled 
when Pope Pius XII came to 
the Throne of the Holy Roman 
Church, 

One was that of the Irish Saint 
Malachy who predicted that the 
262d Pope would be a saintly char- 
acter known as “Pastor Angelicus.” 
No other son of the church has fit- 
ted this characterization more 
strikingly than Eugenio Pacelli. 
The seccnd prophecy was that of 
Pope Pius XI, who intimated on 
many occasions that in Eugenio Pa- 
celli the church could find his suc- 
cessor. 

But the most dramatic and seer- 
like of all was the prophecy of an 
humble priest, Padre Jacobacci, a 
close friend of the Pacelli family. 
The Padre, holding in his arms on 
March 2, 1876, a new-born babe, 
gazed with far-seeing eyes from the 
window of the Pacelli house at the 
Cupola of St. Peter’s, barely visible 
in the distance. As though in a 
vision, he constructed the scene 
that would occur under the distant 
dome decades later. 

In a quiet, firm voice, the Padre 
said: 

“Within 63 years, all Christians 
will salute this infant in the Basili- 
ca of St. Peter.” 

A few days later, he baptized the 
child as Eugenio Pacelli. Eugenio 
was the second son of Filippo and 
Virginia Graziosi Pacelli. And so 
the Pacellis gave to the Pontificate 


for the first time in recent years 
a name from the Golden Book of 
the Italian nobility. The family de- 
scends from Roman nobles of Ac- 
quapendente and from Saint Angelo 
in Vado. 

Appropriately enough, the motto 
of the family is “Opus Justitiae 
Pax”—“Labor, Justice and Peace.” 
In this, too, there is a prophecy for, 
as you see, Eugenio Pacelli has al- 
ready sounded the keynote of peace 
with justice that is to be the domi- 
nant symphony of his reign. 

Eugenio had a brother, Frances- 
co, born two years before him. He 


This is the second of a series of gained fame as a Consistorial Ad- 


vocate, and died some six years ago. 
The Pope has two sisters, Guisep- 
pa, born in Rome July 3, 1872, and 
Elizabetta, born in Rome June 28, 
1880. Both are married. 

The family environment in which 
Eugenio Pacelli was born and 
lived as a boy was the ordered, cul- 
tivated, conservative atmosphere of 
the upper middle classes of Italian 
life. Respect for law, for order and 
for the sanctity of the family was 
an outstanding characteristic of 
these noble but unpretensive peo- 
ple. 

Even if his father and brother 
had not been in constant touch 
with life at the Vatican, Eugenio 
Pacelli might still have turned to 
the religious life. The fact remains, 
however, that daily he came in 
contact not only with the secular 
side of the law and it’s problems, 
appealing to his logical keenly 
geared mind, but mingled with all 
this were the overtones of the bells 
of St. Peter’s. He heard their call. 
It was only natural that those of 
his family who had devoted their 
lives to the Vatican and their 
church should encourage him. 

I have already dealt with some 
of the highlights of the young 
priest’s career as a student and 
scholar and I have given you a 
glimpse of what lay before him. It 
is obvious then that his whole 
youth was preparation for his first 
great task into which he plunged, 
a task which involved not only the 
church but the very mathematics 
of the law—the codification of 
canon law. 

The esteem in which Cardinal 
Gasparri held the young sacerdote 
early put him into contact with 
that great enterprise which had 
been slowly maturing since the be- 
ginning of the Pontificate of Pope 
Pius X. That Pope, on ascending 
the Throne after the long reign of 
Pope Leo XIII, asked in one of 
the early audiences he granted the 
then Monsignor Gasparri, secre- 
tary for extraordinary ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs, if there was anything 
which could be done to reorgan- 
ize and render more efficient the 
activities of the Roman Curia. 

Gasparri replied: “Yes, Holy Fa- 
ther, there is the problem of the

codification of canon law.” 

To understand the far-reaching 
nature of Gasparri’s proposal, it 
must be considered that until then 
in the Catholic Church there had 
been no juridic code of rules of 
ecclesiastic discipline. Jurispru- 
dence was based solely upon custom 
and precedence. The doctrine by 
which the church aspired to, deter- 
mine juridic law was based largely 
upon Roman law, and no code ex- 
isted. Application of the law 
stemmed from sentences previously 
handed down by the Holy See in 
analogous cases to those at hand. 

Pope Pius X understood at once 
the utility of Gasparri’s proposal, 
and decided immediately to proceed 
with this stupendous codification of 
morals or laws, customs and prece- 
dents, The task was tantamount 
to creating an entire legal system 
upon which to base the enormous 
work of governing the Holy See. 

« * * 


O IT was on the nineteenth of 

March, 1904, that Pope Pius X 

issued a papal bull naming 
Archbishop Gasparri as secretary 
of a commission to carry out the 
complex codification. The work 
took 13 years and through it all 
as Gasparri’s right-hand man was 
the then Monsignor Pacelli. 

It is apparent that no man could 
have had a better opportunity as a 
youthful Monsignor to make canon- 
ic law part and parcel of his 
thinking and his behavior. In 
those 13 long and tedious years 
from the time the work began until 
it was promulgated by Pope Bene- 
dict XV in a papal bull, Eugenio 
Pacelli learned more about the law 
than he could possibly have learned 
in two lifetimes of ordinary inten- 
sive study. 

Meanwhile Monsignor Pacelli 
moved step by step upward in the 
various offices composing the Con- 
gregation for Extraordinary Eccle- 
siastical Affairs. From a mere ap- 
prentice, he became Under-Secre- 
tary, then Pro-Secretary and finally 
Secretary. It was while he was oc- 
cupied in the latter office that there 
came, the enthronement of Pope 
Benedict XV, who had been one of 
the superior officers of the Secre-

Y boy doesn’t come home 
from school. Either he goes 
o play on the field or he 
goes visiting in other boys’ homes. 
Nothing I can de or say seems to 
help. He simply will, not come 
home. He is 10, and if I can’t make 
him come home now, what will I 
do when he is in his teens?” 

You can never MAKE a boy or 
girl come home. You cannot make 
them do anything and have it 
stick. What you need to do is to 
get the child to want to do the 
thing you wish he would do. Any- 
thing you do with any other aim 
in view is so much wasted effort. 
Work to win the will and to har- 
ness the purpose of the child, and 
not to MAKE him do what you 
want. When he wants what you 
want, everything goes smoothly. 

How can one get a boy or girl 
to want to go home after school? 
By having something at home that 
the child wants. He will go home 
if he finds there what he is want- 
ing just as he goes to the field, 
or to the other boys’ homes, for 
it. There is something there that 
he wants, and he goes after it. 
Put that thing im his home in bet- 
ter quality and greater quantity 
and he will go home.

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You won't bribe him to obey? 
Neither will you force him, Make 
up your mind to that. You can- 
not force anybody, especially a 
boy of 10, to do what you want by 
imposing your will upon him. You 
may catch him and hold him as 
you might capture and hold a pris- 
oner. But the instant he sees a 
chance for escape he is off and 


‘away and it will be much harder 


to catch him and bind him an- 
other time. Experience works for 
him, as it does for you. 

What do boys like to find at 
home? First, a welcome, some- 
body glad to see him. Then a 
welcome for his friends. Some- 
thing good for them to eat. A 
place for meeting, talk, play and 
work. If home provides these for 
its children, the boys and girls 
will go home rather than any- 
where else. 

It is no idle thing, this welcom- 
ing of homecoming school children, 
Mothers are tired of housework. 
They have cooked and cleaned and 
washed dishes, and there is sti'l 
another mea] to be cooked and 
served ‘and all the work they en- 
tail, still to do. Taking in a group 
of hungry, restless children is do- 


ing something. But that is what 


home means, a service to children 
for 18 years or so. After that, 
things ease off a bit, but home be- 
comes a lonely, empty place. So 
be careful. 

If the children are taught to 
help do the work that their enter- 
taining makes for the household, 
they will be all the happier, and 
the mother’s work will be light- 
ened. It is a fine idea to simplify 
life at this stage. Use much paper 
in the refreshment department. 
Plates and cups and napkins, 
when used, can well be of paper. 
Furniture and fittings can be the 
sturdiest and simplest possible. 
Children are not particular about 
the quality of the rugs and chairs, 
or games, or table service. It is 
the feeling of being welcomed, or 
having a chance to relax in the 
presence of friends, in the prac- 
tice of games they know and like. 

Begin early to train children 
with this sort of home back- 
ground, and when they get to the 
place where they need chums, need 
the “bunch,” you will have the com- 
fort of their presence in the safety 
and protection of their home. They 


go after what they want. They 
stay with it when they get it. | 


LIFE THE NEW POPE 


POPE PIUS XiIl, 


Monsignor Pacelli was trying out 
his uncertain legs in the offices of 
the Roman Curia, 

It is easy to see the bonds of 
mutual admiration and respect two 
such men would have for one an- 
other, one a Pope, the other a 
Pope-to-be. They were very close. 
Between them stood only Gaspar- 
ri who, as I have already shown, 
was closely allied by friendship to 
both, As time went on, this tri- 
umvirate grew closer in intimacy. 
The only consequence of this ad- 
vantageous position to Pacelli was 
the increasing intensification of 
his work so that he might justify 
in the eyes of his two great friends 
the esteem in which he was held. 

Meantime there developed slow- 
ly another phase of the activities 
of the Roman prelate. Frequently 
it happens that the offices of the 
Curia, especially those linked with 
diplomacy, completely absorb the 
time and efforts of those employed 
in them. So much so that they 
set aside all other activities even 
those directly concerning the ex- 
ercise of their priestly administra- 
tions. 

Although emersed in the cold 
juridic mechanics of politics and 
diplomacy, Eugenio Pacelli, never- 
theless, found time to pray, to hear 
confession, to devote himself to the 
shepherding of souls and actively 
to work as lecturer and spiritual 
director of convents, institutions 
and educational organizations. 

He soon earned a title which in 
itself bore a gentle prophecy, for 
he came to be known as “Doctore 
Angelico.” 

Early in 1917, while Europe 
writhed in the torment of war, 
Pacelli was a close collaborator of 
Benedict XV in the complex and 
important work of charity and suc- 
cor for the victims of the war. 
Then Benedict decided to remove 
the existing Apostolic Nuncio in 
Munich, the Dominican Archbishop 
Fruhwirth, rewarding him for long 
service by elevating him to the 
Purple. The Munich Nunciature was 
then the only Vatican representa- 
tion in Germany, because at that 
time there was no representation 
in Berlin. Benedict appointed Arch- 
bishop Aversa, who came all the 
way from Rio De Janeiro to take 
over the Munich assignment. But 
Aversa died a few days after he 
arrived in Munich. 

Representation in Germany was 
imperative, and the post simply had 
to be filled by the ablest man. Pope 
Benedict and Cardinal Gasparri, 
then Secretary of State, decided it 
would be best to send Mgr. Pacelli. 
Several. reasons influenced Bene- 
dict’s decision. Pacelli’s perfect 
training in the spirit and directives 
of ecclesiastical diplomacy, and his 
thorough knowledge of the specific 
delicate problems created by the 
war and the Holy See’s relations 
with countries inimical to the Allies.

ALANSON BROWN HEIRS 
SETTLE $1,312,000 SUIT 


Four Daughters of Shoe Mil- 
lionaire Accept Estate Agree- 
ment Out of Court. 


The suit of four daughters of the 
late Alanson D. Brown, million- 


aire shoe manufacturer, against the 
trustees of his estate, which was 
appealed to the Missouri Supreme 
Court by the trustees after Circuit 
Judge Frank C. O’Malley §sur- 
charged them a total of $1,312,433 
for their failure to sell certain 
stock within the period prescribed 
by Brown’s will, has been settled 
out of court, it was announced to- 
day. 
Terms of the settlement were not 
disclosed in the announcement, 
which was made by Patrick H. Cul- 
len, attorney for one of the plain- 
tiffs. Cullen said only that “the 
amount received by the heirs was 
entirely satisfactory to them,” and 
that the suit would be dismissed in 
the Supreme Court. 

Defendants in the suit were the 
St. Louis Union Trust Co. and 
Alanson C. Brown, son of the man- 
ufacturer. The suit charged that 
they had failed to dispose of 97,- 
218 shares of Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co. stock within the 15-year pe- 
riod after the death of the elder 
Brown in 1913, provided by the 
will. 

At the expiration of this period, 
the stock was valued at $16 a share, 
but it had declined to $2.50 a share 
by the time the accounting suit 
was filed. Judge O'Malley, finding 
that the trustees had failed to com- 
ply with the will, computed the 
“surcharge” at the corresponding 
difference of $13.50 a share. 

The “surcharge” and _ interest 
amounted to $1,818,215 when judg- 
ment was entered in 1937, and since 
then interest has been accumulat- 
ing at the rate of $309 a day, bring- 
ing the amount at present to about 
$2,006,037. 

Plaintiffs in the suit were Mrs. 
Warren F. McElroy, Mrs. Jane 
Brown Collins and Mrs. Eugene C. 
Tittmann of St. Louis and Mrs. 
Maurice Obear, who lives in Ari- 
zona. Cullen was attorney for 
Mrs. McElroy. 

Under a division of the estate 
ordered by Judge O’Malley in 1937, 
dependent upon payment of the 
“surcharge,” Mrs. McElroy and 
Mrs. Collins each received $459,553 
in cash, 24,304 shares of Hamilton- 
Brown stock, 85 shares of Pitch- 
fork Land & Cattle Co. stock and 
12 shares of stock in two utility 
companies. 

Mrs. Tittmann and Mrs. Obear 
each received $449,553 in cash, or 
$10,000 less than their sisters, and 
the same amounts of stock in the 
same companies. Alanson C. Brown 
had no part in the trust estate.

Dr. Humberd said that giantism 
has been a hobby of his for more 
than 16 years and that he knew all 
of the 17 giants of the United States 
and that he had in his files clinical 
descriptions of these giants and 
other giants of the world. He also 
said he had a library of material on 
giants that ranged from the Bible, 
which he termed the earliest au- 
thority, down to present day medi- 
cal texts on pituitary disorders, 
The oldest book in his collection, 
he said, was printed in 1514. Two 
of the three skeletons of giants in 
the United States are in his of- 
fice, he continued, and he is the 
only living man who ever conduct- 
ed an autopsy on a giant. 
Examination of Wadlow. 
Telling. of his examination of 
Wadlow, Dr. Humberd said that he 
measured the circumference of the 
boy’s head both vertically and 
horizontally and also his height 
and reach. He also measured his 


lower and upper arm and his feet 
and legs and watched him move 
about the room. 

After being paid F” cents, the 
doctor said, Wadlow allowed him 
to take a snapshot of him. 

The picture, showing the giant in 
clothes which were rumpled, was 
introduced as evidence.

Recommendations of

STARK ASSAILS FIGHT 
UN MARRIAGE BILL 


Terms ‘Mercenary’ Letters to 
Recorders Warning of 
Loss of Fees. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 10.— 
Gov. Lioyd C. Stark criticised to- 
day as “mercenary” a movement to 
bring about the defeat in the leg- 
islature of a proposed marriage 
health law, under which persons 
applying for a marriage license 
would be required to obtain a phy- 
sician’s certificate attesting to 
their freedom from venereal dis- 
ease. 

He said he learned from _ the 
press that letters were being sent 
to all recorders of deeds in Mis- 
souri, urging defeat of the marriage 
health bill on the ground that they 
would lose fees if the law were 
enacted. He mentioned no names, 
but apparently referred to the re- 
port that such letters had been 


sent out by former Justice of the 
Peace George R. Hart, who oper- 
ates a notorious “marriage mill” 
in St. Louis County. 

“This opposition on a purely mer- 
cenary ground is a dastardly and 
thoughtless attack upon the health 
of thousands of Missouri babies yet 
unborn,” the Governor declared. 
“Some of those who are fighting this 
bill may be condemning their own 

randchildren to lives of inherited, 
incurable syphilis, many of them 
ending in insane asylums or in early 
death.” 

He declared that it was a “great 
shock” to him to learn that one 
out of 20 persons applying for jobs 
as prison guards was infected by 
venereal disease, and that many of 
them did not know they had it. 

“In my opinion, the representa- 
tives of the people of Missouri do 
not want to condemn our children 
to the increasing chance of con- 
tracting syphilis so that someone 
might get a few more dollars in 
fees,” the Governor continued. 

“With the enactment of a proper 
marriage health law, the co-opera- 
tion of the people of Missouri and 
the General Assembly, we can al- 
most wipe out syphilis in one gen- 
eration. If we want to put this 
question on a purely mercenary ba- 
sis, such a law will save the tax- 
payers thousands of dollars by re- 
ducing the population of insane 
asylums and penal institutions.” 

Two bills providing for the enact- 
ment of a marriage health law 
were introduced, but one has been 
killed by the House Committee on 
Public Health on the ground it 
would be ineffective in wiping out 
venereal diseases. A more strin- 
gent measure is pending in the Sen- 
ate Public Health Committee, 


Hart Letter to Recorders Says 
“Let’s All Pull Together.” 


Hart sent a letter yesterday to 
county recorders of deeds in Mis- 
souri, urging them to help defeat 


the hygienic marriage bills pending 
in the Legislature. 

In his letter he said: “You must 
act now if you wish to defeat these 
bills . .. your office depends on 
fees received from the issuance of 
marriage licenses and other record- 
ings . . I know you are vitally 
interested in defeating any bills 
which would require couples to un- 
dergo medical examinations or file 
advance notice of their declaration 
‘to marry. 
| “Wire your legislator and your 
Senator or go to Jefferson City and 
contact them and tell them to de- 
feat these measures—now is the 
time. Let’s all pull together to de- 
feat this wave of reform which is 
being backed by reformers who are 
already married, and whom such 
bills would not affect.”

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JUDGES DECIDE 0 AID 
CHECK ON THEIR WORK 


Circuit Members to Co-operate | 


With Bar in Analysis of 
Decline in Volume. 


The Circuit Judges in general 
term, meeting in executive session 
for more than two hours yesterday, 
decided to co-operate with a com- 
mittee of the Bar Association of 
St. Louis, appointment of which 


was authorized Monday, to investi- 
gate analysis by the Post-Dispatcn 
of a report by the Circuit Clerk on 
the work done by the Judges in 
civil jury divisions. 

Announcement of this decision 
was made by Presiding Judge Rob- 
ert J. Kirkwood, who said Clerk H. 
Sam Priest told the Judges, all of 
whom were present, that he also 
would co-operate. The Post-Dispatch 
analysis showed a large decline in 
the volume of cases disposed of 
and the number of days on which 
the Judges sat in jury trials over 
the period of the last 10 years. The 
Judges’ meeting was called Monday 
to consider Priest’s report, when 
publication of the analysis began. 

Judge Kirkwood said it seemed 
to be the view of some of the 
Judges that the statistics as to the 
Court’s work were right, but that 
they questioned the fairness of the 
interpretation of the figures. He 
said the Judges were of the opinion 
they should be given credit for 
work done in the periods when 
they were assigned to the equity 
or domestic relations divisions. 

The Court, said Judge Kirkwood, 
is not so far behind in handling its 
docket as the interpretation indi- 
cated, and many suits are heard 
within a comparatively short time 
after being filed.

Judge Kirkwood whether the 
Judges had taken any action with 
reference to trying jury cases in the 
latter part of the week; in view of 
the showing in the analysis that 
jury trials were held generally in 
the early part of the week.

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Lure of Gold in Chat Hills 
Cost Promoters $200,000 


Investor in St. Francois County Enterprise 
Tells of Its Failure—Suit for Pay 
for Chemicals Filed. 


The lure of gold in the artificial 
chat hills of St. Francois County 
and the end of a dream to extract 
it in paying quantities, with a 
loss of about $200,000 to the pro- 
moters of the Missouri Reduction 
Co., was described to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today by 
Edward H. Crow of Kirkwood, 
who said he was a small investor. 

Crow, who described himself as 
a practical mining mill man em- 
ployed by the reduction company 
at its mill in St. Francois County, 
gave his account of collapse of the 
venture, following filing of a suit 
against the company at Clayton 
yesterday by the E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours Co. for $533 alleged to be 
due for chemicals sold in 1937. 

The petition said the reduction 
company’s charter had been for- 
feited. It named as defendants, 
David M. Flournoy, Harry B. Jo- 
hansen, W. A. Watts and Arthur 
W. Petersen, describing them as 
the last board of directors ~ and 
trustees of the company. 


Company Organized. 


In the attumn of 1936, Flournoy, 
prosperous raincoat manufacturer, 
announced organization of the re- 
duction company to extract gold 
and other precious metals by a se- 
cret process from chat, or tailings 
a product of zinc and lead ore. 

Flournoy, now said to be a resi- 
dent of California, then was presi- 
dent of the Alligator Co., raincoat 
manufacturers. The idea for ex- 
tracting gold, traces of which were 
known to exist in the chat, orig- 
inated with Flournoy and not with 
Crow, as was stated at that time, 
Crow asserted today. He added 
that Flournoy was the principal in- 
vestor in the reduction company 
and was engaged also in other out- 
side ventures. Crow lives at 545 
South Clay avenue. 

Before announcement of the new 


ated about a year, closing near the 
end of 1937, after indications that 
there was no gold in commercial 
uantities, Crow said. 
at the company had spent about 
$50,000 for experimental work and 
in payment of salaries. : 
Crow said he was surprised at the 
result as early tests had shown 
presence of gold and indicated it 
could be extracted in paying quan- 
tities on a mass production basis. 
"Something went wrong,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch reporter ruefully. 
“I can't understand how it was that 
the tests seemed to warrant going 
ahead and then sufficient gold did- 
n't show up on mass production.” 


The milling process, he _ said, 
showed gold, cobalt, lead, zinc and 
other metals, which were so com- 
bined that the gold could not be 
separated satisfactorily. In the 
process, he related, the tailings were 
ground up and a concentrate ob- 
tained through application of 
chemicals and flotation. 


“Lead in Those Hills.” 


Watts, also a resident of Kirk- 
wood, said the expectations were 
“somewhat of a hazy dream,” ad- 
ding, “but there is lead in those 
chat hills.” He explained that the 
hills had been built up over a long 
period, going back to a time when 
lead extraction processes were not 
as efficient as they are now.

Those two proposals were adopt- 
ed at the end of the Wilson admin- 
istration. President Wilson vetoed 
the bill because neither the Comp- 
troller-General nor his assistant 
could be removed by the President. 
It was repassed and signed by 
President Harding in 1921. About 
the same time, Congress created a 
joint committee to work on reor- 
ganization. 

It was during these debates that 
Senator James Reed of Missouri, 
the Democrat with the acid tongue, 
said: 

“The bread and butter brigade 
comes to Washington attracted by 
meager salaries. Why? In 99 cases 
out of a hundred you will find that 
they are failures and could not 
make a living at home.” 

Hoover Proposed Changes. 

The Joint Committee made nu- 
merous recommendations, few if 
any of which were carried out. 
President Hoover also proposed nu- 
merous changes, but virtually none 
was obtained. He suggested sev- 
eral times that an administration 
of public works be created,: but 
some of his own subordinates ap- 
peared before congressional com- 
mittees to oppose bills to carry out 
those recommendations. 

President Roosevelt has carried 
on a continuing fight for reorgan- 
ization, though putting the princi- 
pal stress on achievement of great- 
er efficiency rather than saving. 
Students of the problem say that 
any remodeling which achieves ef- 
ficiency must accomplish some sav- 
ing. 

Roosevelt was beaten in the last 
Congress, but a modified bill has 
just passéd the House and propon- 
ents expect it to pass the Senate. 
Ten departments and 84 independ- 
ent agencies would be affected by 
it.

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SPY CASE NEARING 
LOS ANGELES JURY 


Deliberations to Begin as Soon| 
as Judge Completes 
Instructions. 


By the Associated Press. | 
LOS ANGELES, March 10. — A) 
United States District Court jury, | 
which has heard charges of peace-| 
time espionage against two Rus-| 
sian subjects and a former Navy 
Intelligence Service agent, is sched- 
uled to begin its deliberations today 
as soon as Judge Ralph Jenney 
completes his instructions. 


The Soviet subjects are Mikhail 
Gorin, Pacific Coast head of In- 
tourist, Soviet travel agency, and 
hia wife, Natasha. The third de- 
fendant is Hafis Salich, Russian-) 
born naturalized American, who en-| 
tered the Intelligence Bureau at, 
San Pedro after serving as a po- 
liceman in Berkeley, Cal. 

Demanding that the jury make 
examples of the defendants as 4 
warning to other spies and to for- 
eign Powers that the United States 
will not permit the machinations of 
alien agents within its borders, Dis- 
trict Attorney Ben Harrison pre- 
sented the Government’s closing ar- 
gument yesterday. 

Isaac Pacht, Gorin’s lawyer, 4as- 
serted that the United States was 
not injured because information of 
Japanese movements was given to 
Russia, pictured the Soviet Union 
as friendly to this country and de- 
clared: 

“She did not blow up our battle- 
ships in Chinese waters as another | 
nation has done.” 

The prosecution introduced evi-| 
dence showing that Salich sold to| 
Gorin for $1700 confidential infor-| 
mation concerning Japan. This, | 
Salich admitted, but said he did/| 
not violate the espionage laws since 
Japan was a “common enemy” of 
both Russia and the United States. 

Harrison branded Salich as “a 
traitor” and called the Gorins “un- 
scrupulous foreign agents.” 

Conviction of Gorin and Salich on 
the three counts with which each 
is charged would carry a maximum 
sentence of 42 years in prison. Mrs. 
Gorin, tried on only one count of 
conspiracy, would face a maximum 
term of 20 years.

NEW YORK, March 10. — The 


English he speaks sometimes is 
difficult to understand, but the En- 


glish Joe Chamaco puts on a bil- 
liard ball is so effective he ranks 
as odds-on favorite to win the world 
three-cushion championship in the 
current round-robin tournament. 

The 38-year-old Mexican has won 
31 of his first 88 matches. Since 
he still has 34 to play, it might 
seem he was just past the half-way 
mark. Actually, though, if he only 
breaks even the rest of the way, 
his nearest pursuer, Jay Bozeman 
of Chicago, would have to win 17 of 
his remaining 24 matches to beat 
him out. 

Since he is so far out front in his 
competition with nine of the world’s 
best at three-cushion, a lot of peo- 
ple have been asking where Joe 
Chamaco’s been hiding these past 
few years. At 38, he certainly isn’t 
a novice, and yet this is his first 
world championship. 

There Are Two Answers. 

You can get at least two answers 
to that puzzle. The “front office” 
version is that Chamaco “just 
wasn’t around” for previous tour- 
naments. The “inside” story is that 
previous tournaments always in- 
volved the same group of players, 
all too scared of the Mexican to 
want any part of him. 

In any case, he’s in there now. 
Only five men have beaten him— 
Johnny Layton of New York; 
Charles McCourt of Cleveland; 
Frank Scoville of Buffalo; Otto 
Reiselt of Philadelphia, and Boze- 
man—and only Bozeman has been 
able to play him even. They’ve 
split their afternoon and evening 
matches every time they met. 

Like most billiard stars, Chamaco 
has been at the game for a long 
time. A dapper, nervous little gent 
who wears a flashing sparkler on 
his right hand and chain-smokes 
his. cigarettes, especially when he’s 
trailing. Joe’s been figuring the 
angles on the cushioned tables since 
he was 15 and his father ran a two- 
table academy in Sonora, Mexico. 

Has Won Many Titles. 

In 1918, Joe moved up to Los 
Angeles, and it was there he really 
started stepping out. He won the 
Pacific Coast championship five 
times up to 1929, when h? moved to 
New York. He’s been here ever 
since, winning three New York 
State titles and the New England 
crown, and amazing the experts as 
far back as seven years ago by fin- 
ishing only 12 points behind Willie 
Hoppe in a round-robin. 

It'll be worth a lot to him if he 
takes down the championship after 
making one more swing around the 
circuit of Buffalo, Detroit, Keno- 
sha, Wis., Kansas City, Chicago, 
Cleveland and Philadelphia. More 
important than the $3000 he expects 
to get from the $12,000 in prize 
money, he will be able to get bet- 
ter prices for the _ exhibition 
matches that keep him busy eight 
months in the year. 

For those eight months he plays 
practically every day, sometimes 
two or three times a day. And 
what does he do the other four 
months? 

“I rest,” said Joe Chamaco,

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NEW SYSTEM FOR

Spectators at football games 
played by the St. Louis U. Billikens 
next fall will see an entirely new 
style of offensive football, accord- 
ing to Head Coach Muellerleile. 

“We are ‘benching’ the Notre 
Dame system,” Muellerleile said, “at 
least most of it in favor of a new 
offense which really is a modifica- 
tion of the ‘single wing back.’

How News Reporting in Washington Has 
Changed—Present- 


of the President’s Effort to Enlarge the 


Day Political Effects 


WASHINGTON, March 10. 

NE of the significant develop- 
(ments of the last five years in 

Washington has been the shift 
of the news center of gravity from 
Congress, more particularly the 
Senate, to the executive branch of 
the Government. 

Before the Roosevelt era, the one 
best post from which to observe the 
Washington panorama was the Sen- 
ate. Every issue of any consequence 
headed into the Senate, and it usu- 
ally got there quickly and in dra- 
matic form. Pronouncements by 
such Senatorial titans as Borah, 
Norris, Hiram Johnson, James A. 
Reed in his time, were eagerly 
awaited. So great was the demand 
upon Borah for his views on cur- 
rent topics that he established a 
regular press conference, like the 
President’s, and it was about as 
well attended as the President’s. 

All this has been changed. Now 
and then Congress assumes its old 
place in the news picture, as it did 
when the Senate voted down the 
President’s court-packing scheme 
and the House killed the reorgani- 
zation bill of last spring, but by 
and large the first-page news orig- 
inates now in the executive offices. 

An executive order of the first im- 
portance may go out from the 
White House, or any one of the vast 
network of administrative agencies, 
without the average Congressmen’s 
knowing about it till he hears a 
yelp of agony from some consti- 
tuent whose toes have been trod 
upon. This is not meant to dis- 
parage the mental capacity or the 
industry of Congress. What with 
keeping himself halfway informed 
on the measures he has got to vote 
on, with running errands from his 
constituents, with listening to the 
demands of pressure groups, with 
keeping his political fences in order, 
the average member has little time 
for scrutinizing bureau orders. 

All the more reason, therefore, 
for intensive reporting of the work 
of the multifarious boards and bu- 
reaus. Congress cannot be the 
watchdog that it once was; there is 
too much ground to cover. The 
press is needed here as never be- 
fore. 


Court Bill Echoes. 


One still hears echoes of the 
President's fight to enlarge the Su- 
preme Court. In retrospect, the 
wonder grows that he could have 
been so politically maladroit as to 
bring forward that scheme. For it 
was not alone a proposal intrinsic- 
ally bad, it was a political blunder 
of the first water. From it date 
the loosening of his grip on Con- 
gress and the sowing of seeds of 
distrust in the country that later 
sprouted in the killing of last year’s 
reorganization bill and the defeat 
of the attempted “purge.” 

Mr. Roosevelt has said in regard 
to the court fight that he lost the 
battle but won the war. No one can 
say to what extent his attack in- 
fluenced the mind of the court and 
brought about the more liberal—the 
more “latitudinarian,” as the late 
Chief Justice Taft would have said 
—decisions of the last two years. 
Even if it be conceded that the 
fight had its influence in that di- 
rection, the fact remains that the 
court already was headed, both 
through the pressure of events and 
through impending retirements, 


ithat had been 


into a new era of constitutional in- 
terpretation. One of the “rhythmic 
swings” that have marked the work 
of the court through its history 
was getting under way. The most 
that can be said with assurance 
about Mr. Rosevelt’s effort to im- 
pose his will on the court is that 
it may have hastened the begin- 
ning of this swing. 

In that sense, then, he may have 
“won the war” but at what a cost! 
If Mr. Rosevelt had shown the 
political acumen of his earlier days 
in the White House, he would have 
attacked on other lines. He would 
have given heed to the fact that 
both the first Roosevelt and the 
elder La Follette aroused public 
distrust through their shots at the 
court. Instead of slyly seeking a 
short cut to his goal, he would 
have attacked frontally and open- 
ly. Early in 1937, he would have 
put his maximum program through 
Congress. He had just received 
that tremendous majority of 1936; 
he was at the very height of his 
prestige and power; he could have 
had from Congress practically any- 
thing he wanted. 

The court might have whittled 
down his program, but much would 
have remained—much more than 
he has since been able to get from 
Congress. And the court could not 
have stood permanently in the way, 
even if its then existing member- 
ship had continued, for resistance 
by the court majority to measures 
|approved by a substantial minority 
lof the court and apparently, on the 
face of the election returns, ur- 
gently wanted by the great mass 
of the people, would have set the 
stage perfectly for a constitutional 
amendment. 

But Mr. Roosevelt in his impa- 
tience made the fatal mistake of 
‘seeking to bring the court under 

is domination. The Senate, re- 
flecting the instinctive feeling of 
the people that there must be no 
tampering with the courts, re- 
belled. Then and there began the 
weakening of the President's power 
over Congress. Dormant opposi- 
tion came alive. Distrust of the 
President showed itself in quarters 
wholly loyal. The 
opposition grew, it won, and with 
the taste of blood it became bolder 
and more effective. 

Since the collapse of the court 
scheme, the President has had poor 
success in Congress. He has suf- 
fered some sharp defeats, as that 
over the first reorganization bill. 
With 169 Republican members of 
the House as a result of the elec- 
tions last November, and with the 
more conservative Democrats on 
the warpath, he has got to fight 
now for what he gets, and accept 
compromises. Not even the pend- 
ing reorganization bill, a mild one 
compared with the first, has easy 
sailing. 

The court fight of two years ago 
helps to explain what is happen- 
ing in Congress today. What is re- 
called about it here is what some of 
the wiser of the President’s friends, 
who would have advised him 
against it if they had been given

GANDHI SAYS IT IS WRONG 
TO IMPOSE JEWS ON ARABS 


Declares Also Jews in Germany 
Should Adopt Non-Violent 
Resistance Policy. 

NIIW YORK, March 10.—Mohan- 
das K. Gandhi, Hindu leader, com- 
menting on the Jewish question in 
the March issue of “Jewish Fron- 
tier,” says it is “wrong and in- 
human to impose the Jews on the 
Arabs” in Palestine. 

He urges German Jews to be- 
gin a mass policy of non-violent re- 
sistance to the restrictions imposed 
by the Nazi Government. 

“My sympathies are entirely with 
the Jews,” he writes, “but my sSym- 
pathy does not blind me to the re- 
quirements of justice. Palestine 
belongs to the Arabs in the same 
sense that England belongs to the 
English.” 

Gandhi asserts the Jews should 
settle in Palestine only with the 
good will of the Arabs and he sug- 
gests that they seek to “convert 
the Arab heart.” 

“If I were a Jew and were born 
in Germany I would claim Ger- 
many as my home even as the tall- 
est gentile German may, an 
challenge him to shoot me or cast 
me in the dungeon. I would refuse 
to be expelled or to submit to dis- 
criminating treatment.”

NAZIS STAKE ANTARCTIC AREA 
ALREADY CLAIMED BY NORWAY 


German Explorers Map 135,135 
Square Miles That Were Re- 
ported Discovered Jan. 14. 


BERLIN, March 10.—A German 
expedition is returning home after 
reporting the discovery and map- 
ping of 135,135 square miles of the 
Antarctic. 

On Jan. 14 Norway claimed sov- 
ereignty over a great portion of the 
Antarctic “continent,” including the 


field of work of the German ex- 
pedition. 

On the basis of information here, 
Germans doubt that the Norwe- 
gians ever flew over the land oc- 
cupied by the Germans. The ter- 
ritory lies along the coast between 
the Fifth Degree West Longitude 
and Fifteenth Degree East Longi- 
tude southward into the interior 
as far as the so-called Polar Cap, 
75 Degrees South Latitude. 

The German expedition, headed 
by Capt. Ritscher, is expected to 
reach Hamburg early next month.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Sen- 
ator Bone (Dem.), Washington, as- 
serted today that “no force stands 
between the man in the White 
House and plunging this country 
into a bloody war.” Because of 
that, he said, the people should vote 
On any declaration of war. 

Bone, appearing before the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee in behalf of 
a proposed war referendum amend- 
ment to the Constitution, declared 
that the legislative branch was “a 
futile instrument” in preventing 
war. 

Congress has the constitutional 
right to declare war, but, he said, 
he did not consider that any bar- 
rier because of the forces of propa- 
ganda that could be brought to bear 
on Congress. 

“The realization and the con- 
sciousness of what you have said 
it giving great impetus to this ref-| 
erendum movement—unfortunate- 
ly,” interposed Chairman Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts. 

Effect on Referendum. 

Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
called attention to the fact that the 
same forces which would exert in- 
fluences on Congress to declare 
war in a time of international crisis 
would be operative in any referen- 
dum. 

“If the people want to pay the 
price of war, if they want to vote 
for it, even God can’t save them 
from their stupidity,” Bone re- 
torted. 

The committee’s debate was born 
of a suggestion from Stephen Rau- 
shenbush, former chief investigator 
for the Senate Munitions Commit- 
tee, that Congress set up a public 
commission to consult with the 
President on foreign policy. 


Raushenbush said there was a 
general lack of understanding of 
what the nation’s foreign policy is. 
This question, he said, was involved 
in the proposal, being considered by 
the committee, to spend $5,000,000 
for harbor improvements at Guam, 
a step considered in some quarters 
as likely to anger Japan. 

Senator Gillette contended that 
such a commission could have no 
official powers. Walsh said he

Included in the legislation at the 
last moment was an amendment 
proposing creation of a special na- 
val board to study and report on 
the advisability of acquiring two 
privately-owned drydocks at Hun-| 
ters Point, San Francisco. 

In studying the Guam project, 
the Senate Naval Committee sought 
new information on whether Japan 
has prepared some of her mandated 
Islands in the Pacific for emer- 
gency military use. 

Neutrality Compromise Talk. 

Senators are preparing for the 
forthcoming fight over revision of 
the Neutrality Act. Some Senators 
discussed a possible compromise by 
which the provision barring ship- 
ments of war materials to bellig- 
erents when the act is invoked 
might be modified to permit ship- 
ments on a “cash and carry” basis. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
said, however, he would not be 
satisfied with such an amendment 
and did not believe that others 
would accept it.

Economic Aspects of Genetics, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. J. J. SPENGLER of Duke Uni- 
ee recently urged the rich to 
become more prolific; presumably to bal-

Intelligence, apparently, is associated 
with dollars and cents. Can it be pos- 
sible that the laws of heredity are in need 
of modification?

MUSICIANS’ UNION DICTATORSHIP. 

A bill was introduced in Congress yesterday to 
authorize the United States Marine Band to play 
in St. Louis July 10, at the opening of the Elks’ 
national convention. But a formidable power that 
has risen in this city, and has assumed dictatorship 
over activities whose freedom had previously been 
beyond question, has the effrontery to object. The 
Musicians’ Union wants to keep the Marine Band 
out, because, says its president, Sam P. Meyers, 
“it ig direct competition with union musicians,” 

Could grasping short-sightedness go farther? The 
taxpayers, who maintain the Marine Band, rarely 
have a chance to hear it, since the union’s national 
office has succeeded in stopping its radio concerts, 
along with those of the Army and Navy bands. The 
Elks’ committee plans to hire union bands for the 
convention. But no, says President Meyer; pressure 
will be brought on Congress at once to prevent the 
Marine Band's visit. 

This outrageous demand is fully in keeping with 
other recent actions of the Musicians’ Union, It 
has given orders—and made them stick—to St. Louis 
and Washington universities, McKinley High School, 
the Elks’ lodge, the Boy Scouts, the city firemen, 
the Sixth Infantry at Jefferson Barracks, Now it 
is trying to order Congress around! 

The recent hockey games were a strictly inter-col- 
legiate event. They were not a commercial venture, 
as is shown by the fact that 13,600 tickets were given 
free to school children. Receipts fell so far short 
of expenses that one of the sponsors had to pay $85 
from his own pocket to return the University of 
Illinois team to Urbana. Despite all this, the 
Musicians’ Union had the brazen insolence to in- 
sist that no student bands participate in the event, 
but that 20 union musicians be hired at a cost of 
$152.75. 

Student band music is a traditional part of any 
collegiate sports event. It offers no possible compe- 
tition with professional musicians, since they’ would 
not be hired for such affairs anyhow. 

The Musicians’ Union got no jobs for its men by 
its demand. Instead, the event was marred by the 
fact that brassy and discordant “canned” music 
from a phonograph had to be used to accompany 
the exhibition skaters. And students of four in- 
stitutions of higher education—St. Louis, Washing- 
ton and Illinois universities and Concordia Sem- 
inary—got a decidedly unsavory impression of labor 
union tactics. 

The case of the Hilks’ Americanism week parade 
Was an even more sickening demonstration. The 
Elks planned to have the McKinley High School band 
and those of the Sixth Infantry and the firemen, to 
march with 1000 Boy Scouts in its patriotic cele- 
bration. (The 65 boys and girls of the McKinley 
band had practiced two weeks for the parade.) But 
the Union said No—unless three paid bands also 
took part. The American Legion was brave enough 
to defy the union’s power; it sent three drum and 
bugle corps to supply the music. 

Which brings up the question, What happens if 
an organization does not submit to the union bosses’ 
dictates? Would the musicians have had the gall 
to picket the United States Army if the Sixth Infan- 
try band had participated in the Boy Scout pa- 
rade? Would they have tried to call a strike among 
employes of St. Louis and Washington universities 
if they bands had played at the hockey games? Will 
they now denounce the United States Marine Corps 
as “scab labor’? 

The president of the Musicians’ Union jus- 
tifies the hockey game veto by the fact that his or- 
ganization has an agreement with the Arena that 
only union musicians may play there. Such a con- 
tract is surely contrary to public policy when it 
keeps a voluntary and amateur student band from 
appearing at a school function. 

Unions are justified in seeking work, by honorable 
methods, for their members. But their activities 
are a boomerang to their own cause, in rousing 
public antipathy, when they resort to such fantastic 
demands as those of the Musicians’ Union. 

Why should anyone continue to submit to these 
high-handed tactics? The American Legion called 
the bluff when its fife-and-drum corps marched 
with the Boy Scouts, and nothing has happened. 
Why do not other groups, when faced by a ukase 
from this insufferable dictatorship, simply ignore 
it for the preposterous thing it is? If the facts are 
then made known, public opinion will do the rest. 
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A FASCINATING VOCATION. 

John Jacob Astor lost his income-tax appeal, 
but he did bring to public notice a most attractive 
variety of career. Mr. Astor has a sizable income 
but no job, so the Government questioned his de- 
duction of $5163 for “business expenses.” Asked to 
explain about this, he replied: “The collection of 
income is the business conducted by the petitioner, 
and the expenses of such trade or business are proper 
deductions from the petitioner’s income.” 

The Government couldn’t see it that way, and in- 
structed him to pay up. That means only that this 
occupation is subject to income tax, but after all, 
whose isn’t? Even if the wear and tear on shears 
used in clipping coupons isn’t. a deductable ex- 
pense, the allure of this vocation is considerable. 
Many a young American in search of a career would 
cheerfully embark upon it, conscientiously work his 
way up from the bottom, give the business his full 
deyotion—and never utter a murmur about such 
overhead items as income tax. 
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NEW MOVE FOR BALLOT BOX SECRECY. 

These are harsh days for the elements of corrup- 
tion which have for so long been preying at will 
on the Missouri citizenry. The grand jury led by 
Judge Southern has dealt the Pendergast gang a 
powerful blow in what evidently is the start of a 
cleanup campaign in Kansas City. And now, before 
the chiefs and their minions can recover from the 
shock of 100-odd indictments, there comes news 
that a committee of the Missouri Legislature is 
preparing to blast the very foundations of corrup- 
tion by making both the ballot and the ballot box 
safe from election crooks. 

The Pendergast gang flourishes lar\ely because 
Migsouri does not enjoy in full one of the funda- 
mental ‘principles of democracy—an honest and secret 
ballot, There have been several scattered attempts 
at this session of the Legislature to correct the bal- 
lot situation—as well as some bills that would give 
the election thieves even more power and security.

By simply amending the law, instead of 


having a referendum on a constitutional amendment, 
time and money ean be saved, The House Elections 
Committee should have enthusiastic support.

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A NEW ATTACK ON REORGANIZATION. 

The House has passed the modified reorganization 
pill by a vote of 246 to 158, and its passage in the 
Senate by a proportional majority is predicted. There 
remains a controversy, however, on the power of 
Congress over reorganization moves. Senator Byrd 
says he will fight for an amendment requiring both 
houses to give specific approval before any presiden- 
tial order becomes effective. The bill as it stands 
would permit Congress to veto any reorganization 
move by a majority vote within 60 days after it is 
announced, Under the bill that failed last year, 
two-thirds majorities were originally required. 

What Senator Byrd and his followers oppose is un- 
due concentration of power in the President’s hands, 
and this is a danger that should be guarded against. 
On the other hand, however, there is the danger of 
so diffusing power that no actual reorganization can 
be effected. Too many strings on this reform means 
no reform at all. 

Terrific pressure is always brought upon Congress 
whenever a bill of this sort comes up. Job holders 
and jdb aspirants, Government officials and outside 
interests invariably have modifications and exemp- 
tions to suggest. President Hoover, in a special mes- 
sage in 1932, said that reorganization proposals “al- 
ways proved to be a signal for mobilization of oppo- 
sition from all quarters, which has destroyed the pos- 
sibility of constructive action.” 

Just before the House disapproved Mr. Hoover's 
reorganization plan, he told a press conference: 
*Bither Congress must keep its hands off now, or 
they must give to my successor much larger powers 
of independent action than given to any President if 
there is ever to be reorganization. ...” Speaker 
Garner of the House soon after suggested that the in- 
coming President be given “dictatorial” power to re- 
organize Federal agencies. 

The power conferred in the pending bill is by no 
means dictatorial. It guards against excessive presi- 
dential power and protects the authority of Congress 
by permitting veto by majority vote. Requiring con- 
gressional approval would open the door to dilatory 
tactics and pressure politics for the defeat of re- 
organization moves. 
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TENNESSEE CHANGES HER DELUSIONS, 

To say that the State of Tennessee has been a 
battleground on the liquor issue involves something 
more than a figure of speech. On each side, in 
days gone by, the conflict took on the fervor of a 
religious erusade, and various citizens ranging in 
importance from a gallant United States Senator 
to unknown backwoodsmen gave up their lives in 
feuds based on whether the State should be wet 
or dry. 

Now, after 30 years of prohibition, the Tennessee 
Legislature has ‘overridden the Governor’s veto to 
make the State wet again. The repeal law takes 
the form of a county option measure, which, with 
the present means of motor transportation, is a pure 
delusion. This, of course, is consistent, for state- 
wide prohibition itself was @ delusion. If a gesture 
is still required for the drys, it may as well be the 
county option fiction as something else. 

Only three “dry” states remain. Mississippi re- 
mains “dry” because tue whites, who are the only 
voters, want to keep the Negroes from getting liquor. 
Oklahoma remains “dry” presumably because of the 
survival there of the Western frontiersman’s liking 
for a good joke. Kangag remains “dry” just because 
it's Kansas.

ing an embargo provision in the law, They 
reason rightly that it would be more dam- 
aging to American neutrality to apply an 
embargo and then remove it to aid a partic- 
ular belligerent than never to apply it at all. 
And Senator Hiram Johnson, 
champion of isolation, pointed out during 
the debate that the whole Neutrality Act 
would tend, if enforced strictly, to put the 
United States in the position of aiding Japan 
in the Pacific and Britain in the Atlantic in 
any war involving those countries, 
Johnson would presumably, therefore, favor 
repeal of the act to regain complete free- 
dom of action for the United States.

begin by remembering that no 
country, certainly none of the West- 
ern democracies, has erected any 
special official barriers to German 
imports. 

There is a partial and sporadic 
unofficial boycott of German goods 
in many parts of the world. But 
this boycott is not promoted by 
Governments nor is it under their 
control. 

The boycott is not, however, a 
major cause of Germany’s difficul- 
ties. The real causes are more 
complicated. Thus there is the fact 
that the Amegican tariff is higher 
against German imports than 
against British. It is higher be- 
cause we have a trade agreement 
with Great Britain and none with 
Germany. 

What prevents the Germans get- 
ting a similar trade agreement? 
Not our unwillingness to make 
such an agreement, but the fact 
that the Nazi commercial system 
cannot conform to the principles 
that govern all our trade agree- 
ments. 

In order to expand her foreign 
trade Germany needs foreign cred- 
its. But what is it that causes the 
outer world to withhold credit? 

It is that the German system of 
exchange control makes it virtually 
impossible to have the credits re- 
paid, plus the fact that the credit- 
ors of Germany, even the short- 
term commercial creditors, have 
had such a discouraging experience. 
It is hard for any nation to borrow 
if it does not pay its debts and 
probably could not pay them. 

. . * 

Now, these difficulties have not 
been imposed upon Germany from 
the outside. They are the direct 
consequence of the regime itself. 

Germany is spending about half 
of its relatively small national in- 
come on armaments and political 
policies; we think our Government 
is extravagant, but if Mr. Roose- 
velt were spending 30 billions a 
year, instead of 10 billions, he would 
be doing about what Mr. Hitler is 
doing. 

This is the root of Germany’s 
economic difficulties, and the only 
effective remedy is to reduce Get- 
man armaments. For if Germany 
stopped spending such a huge pro- 
portion of her national income on 


unproductive armaments, she would, 


given her low wages and the remark- 
able capacity of the Germans for 
work, be one of the lowest cost pro- 
ducers in the world. 

She could then compete in most 
of the markets, certainly in all the 
markets of industrially backward 
countries. But today her exports 
are produced at high cost. For 
they carry within them the invisible 
tax which supports the armament 
program,

Moreover, it is this armament 
program which renders impossible 
any settlement of the colonial ques- 
tion. For as long as Germany is 
armed to the teeth, any German 
colony must be regarded, and will 
be regarded, as a_ strategic base 
rather than as a source of raw ma- 
terial, Therefore, as long as Ger- 
many is warlike in spirit and 
armed for aggressive war, she can 
never get colonies unless she con- 
quers them by war. 

This does not mean that Ger- 
many needs to disarm as she was 
disarmed after Versailles. It means, 
though, that Germany needs to dis- 
arm morally and to reduce her 
physical armaments to a level where 
her neighbors do not feel that they 
are intimidated.

Director of Pan-American 
Union Speaks on ‘Serious 
Problem,” 


: 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 10, — 
Dr. Leo 8S. Rowe, director of the 


Pan-American Union, declared to- 
day “it must be made clear” to 
alien groups in American countries 
that they cannot enjoy the hospital- 
ity of these states and at the same 
time “exercise collective political 
rights” in their homelands. 

In an address prepared for a Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania assembly 
devoted to a review of the recent 
Lima conference and the future of 
Pan-Americanism, Dr. Rowe said 
“we are here face to face with one 
of the most serious problems,” con- 
fronting American governments. 

Developments in Europe, he said, 
“combined with insidious propa- 
ganda being carried on in Latin 
America by the totalitarian states,” 
make it necessary “for the Ameri- 
can republics to adopt common 
measures to avoid the disrupting in- 
fluence of minorities preserving po- 
litical allegience to their countries 
of origin.” 

Naturalized Citizens, Also. 

Dr. Rowe declared, “There is 
every indication that attempts are 
now being made not only to organ- 
ize alien groups in the interest of 
the mother country but also to in- 
clude those who have become nat- 
uralized citizens. 

“The disrupting influence of 
such policies on national life and 
even on national sovereignty are so 
apparent as to require drastic ac- 
tion in order to prevent the under- 
mining of national unity and even 
of internal security. 

“The recent spectacle of German 
citizens resident in Latin America 
going on board German vessels in 
order to cast their votes on ques- 
tions of German internal policy 
aroused Latin American opinion to 
the grave dangers of the situation. 

“Unless the American republics 
make it clear beyond peradventure 
that such policies violate the essen- 
tial requisites of their national tran- 
quillity the danger is likely to be- 
come far more serious in the future 
than it has been in the past.” 

Hull Discusses Lima Aims. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
in another address prepared for 
the discussions, declared that rep- 
resentatives of the American re- 
publics who participated in the 
Lima conference were not seeking 
“an impossible isolation from the 
other nations of the world.” 

“The spirit in which the Amer- 
ican peoples and Government car- 
ry out the declarations and reso- 
lutions adopted unanimously by the 
21 delegations at Lima,” he said, 
“will be the true measure of the 
accomplishment of the conference.” 

The conference deliberations 
were based on “the broad aspects 
of international relations” instead 
of regional aims, Hull added, and 
while not asking for “impossible 
isolation,” the conferees renewed 
“their determination and took ad- 
ditional action to maintain and de- 
fend the peace, institutions and 
principles of this hemisphere.”

POPE BLESSES MOVE 
FOR AMERICAN SAINT 


Pontiff Gives. Benediction to 
Proceedings to Beatify 
Mother Seton.

VATICAN CITY, March 10-- 
Pope Pius XII blessed the cause 
for the beatification of Mother 
Seton, founder of the Sisters of 
Charity of the United States, in 
private audience granted to Card- 
inal Dougherty of Philadelphia to- 
day. 

The new Pope’s benediction on 
the proceedings, which if success- 
ful may make Mother Seton the 
first native American saint, was 
requested by the Cardinal. 

After talking alone with the 
Pope for 45 minutes, the Cardinal 
presented the Rev. Salvatore Burgo 
of Philadelphia, vice postulator of 
the cause, and Antonio Filicchi, 
member of the Italian family with 
whom Mother Seton lived when 
ghe embraced the Catholic faith. 

Mother Seton, after her hus- 
band’s death in 1803, settled in 
New York to devote her life to 
good works. She founded several 
Catholic institutions, including the 
first parochial schools. She found- 
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ed the Congregation for Sisters of 
Charity in Emmitsburg, Md.

Filicchi brought to Rome 56 let- 
ters written by Mother Seton after 
her return to the United States! 
which he offered in support of her 
cause. 

Cardinal Dougherty said the Pope

Cardinal Dougherty received per- 
mission to return home immediately 
after the Pope’s coronation. He in- 
tends to sail from Naples March 16 
aboard the Italian liner Rex. 

Coronation Plans. 

For the first time a President of 
the United States will be represent- 
ed officially at the crowning of a 
Pope when Pius XII on Sunday 
receives his triple tiara on the 
loggia of St. Peter’s basilica. 

The American Ambassador to 
London, Joseph Kennedy, is due in 
Rome tomorrow as the official 
American representative at the 
ceremony which is expected to 
draw the largest popular crowd 
ever assembled in Rome. 

Vatican authorities expect more 
than 350,000 persons to jam St. 
Peter’s piazza and open spaces be- 
yond to witness the coronation. 
Forty-five thousand may sit or 
stand inside the vast church, 
throughout the five-hour pontifical 
mass preceding the coronation, 

It will be the first time in nearly 
100 years that a Pope has been 
crowned outside St. Peter’s. The 
coronation mass and ceremony will 
be broad¢ast to the world, also for 
the first time. 

40 Foreign Missions to Attend. 

Forty foreign missions of one 
kind or another’are to attend. In 
addition to the usual tribunals 
erected inside the basilica for for- 
mal occasions to seat the Pope’s 
family, the nobility, diplomats and 
Roman aristocracy, there will be a 
special stand for the foreign mis- 
sions. 

Two other tribunals are being 
set up in the basilica for distin-

ceive the homage of the Cardinal, 
Archpriest of the Vatican, Another 
is being built in front of the chapel 
of Saint Gregory, where the Pon- 
tiff will receive the homage of Car- 
dinals and Bishops. 

At the moment when the triple 
tiara is placed on the Pope’s head 
by the dean of Cardinal deacons, 
Caccia Dominioni, the pontiff will 
be seated on a_ specially built 
throne 60 feet above the vast 
throng. 

Before the crown is placed, the 
Cardinal Deacon will hand to the 
pontiff the pallium, or white wool 
scarf, in a bit of ceremonial trac- 
ing its origin to Old Testament 
times. The pallium represents the 
mantle which fell from Elijah’s 
shoulders onto Elisha. 

Two Old Customs. 

Two other curious usages in con- 
nection with the coronation carry 
the mind back through centuries 
of tradition. In one of these, a 
court official three times burns 
wisps of tow on the end of a 
staff. Each time he counsels hu- 
mility to the man about to be 
raised formally to be Christ’s vicar 
on earth. 

It has been the custom, at anoth- 
er part of the ceremony, to present 
the new pontiff with a white silk 
purse containing 25 coins, “the 
customary offering for a mass well 
sung,” in recognition of his par- 
ticipation in the coronation mass. 

Vatican and Roman police who 
will handle the coronation crowds 
were ordered to report for duty 
at 4 a. m. Sunday. The doors of 
the Basilica will be opened at 6 
a. m. but thousands of ticket-hold- 
ers are expected to gather in St. 
Peter's Square before dawn seek- 
ing favorable positions to witness 
the coronation mass.
